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President discloses his financial worth 
Nixon is millionaire in 5Vi years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Seeking to 
refute allegations he profited illegally 
from his office, President Nix on Satur­ 
day issued 
a 
financial 
accounting 
showing his net -worth tripled ov er 5-y2 
y ears, making him a millionaire. 
An d he h as p aid a sm aller p ercen ­ 
tage of h is in co me in fed eral 
tax es—7 
p er cent—o v er th at p erio d th an wo u ld 
a family o f fo u r with an in co me o f $8 ,- 
000. Th at results ch iefly fro m a h u g e 
writeo ff fo r co n trib u tin g h is v ice p resi­ 
d en tial p ap ers to the Natio n al Ar­ 
ch iv es. 
Th e acco u n tin g also sh o wed h e h as 
p aid n o state in co me tax es sin ce 
as­ 
su min g o ffice. 
Both the President and a team of tax 
attorney s asserted that all his trans­ 
actions were legal. 


But to eleminate any lingering public 
doubt, Nix on asked a joint committee 
of the Democratic-controlled Congress 
to ex amine the transactions and v ouch 
for their legitimacy . 


“ I will abide by the committee’s 
judgment,” Nix on said. 


If the committee rules against him 
o n the gift of his papers, and disallows 
an opinion by his attorney s that he 
d o es n o t hav e to pay tax es on the sale 
o f so me California property , Nix on 
could be liable for more than $300,000 
in back tax es and interest. 
And, although the statute of limit­ 
ations has run out on his 1969 deduc­ 
tions and he could not be requred to 
pay for that y ear, his spokesman, 
press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler, said 


Nix on would do so any way if the deci­ 
sion went against him. 


The documentation, thick as a Rus­ 
sian nov el, took a staff of a dozen at­ 
torney s and accountants more than 
three weeks to assemble. Nix on called 
it the most complete accounting of per­ 
sonal finances ev er prov ided by a 
president. 


It represented a major effort to re­ 
fute widespread charges of personal 
wrongdoing that hav e crept into public 
print. A White House spokesman said 
the documentation will be followed by 
other similar “ white papers” dealing 
with Watergate and related matters. 
The documents, authenticated by an 
ex haustiv e $25 ,000 audit conducted at 
Nix on’s ex pense by the New York firm 


of Coopers Ly brand,. showed that on 
Ian. 1, 1969—three weeks before he be­ 
came 
president—Nix on 
was 
worth 
$307 ,141. 
As of May 31 his net worth was $98 8 ,- 
522 and by now, his accountants said, 
he is a millionaire. 
To do this on an annual salary of 
$200,000 plus $5 0,000 in ex penses, the 
documents showed the President: 
—Completed some enormously suc­ 
cessful real estate deals. 
—Borrowed heav ily from friends, but 
paid them the going interest rate. 
—Chiefly through a controv ersial de­ 
duction of $5 7 0,000 for donating his v ice 
presidential papers to the country , ma­ 
naged to pay federal tax es at a rate of 
7 per cent of his adjusted gross in­ 


He paid $7 2,68 2.09 for 1969, 
for 197 0, $8 7 8 .03 for 1971 and 
come. 
$792.8 1 
$4,298 .17 for 197 2. 
—Paid no California state income 
tax es, although he has been a resident 
for v oting purposes there since the 
spring of 1969. 
—Entertained 
frugally 
and 
spent 
little more than half the $200,000 ex ­ 
pense allowance he receiv ed during the 
first four y ears in office. The unspent 
ex penses became personal income. 
Ov er the four-y ear period, Nix on 
paid approx imately 7 per cent of his 
adjusted gross income in federal tax es. 
According to current tax tables, this is 
the same rate paid by a family of four 
earning $8 ,000 per y ear and taking the 
standard deductions.

Nixon to give Casa Pacifica 
to American people as gift 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — La Casa 
Pacifica, President Nix on’s Spanish- 
sty le seaside v illa, will be donated to 
the American people after Nix on and 
his wife Pat are dead, the President 
said Saturday . 
The half-million d o llar complex ov er­ 
looking the Pacific Ocean , which co n ­ 
sists o f a 14-ro o m h o u se an d 
a n u mb er 
of outbuildings, will be giv en as a 
“ conference center, g u est facility for 
v isiting dignitaries, 
and a working 
base for future presidents,” 
Nix on 
said. 
The announcement of the gift of the 
Western White House was made as Ni­ 
x on disclosed all his financial and tax 
records to try to dispel rumors that he 
has profitted illegally from his presi­ 
dency . 
Tn announcing the gift of the v illa, 
Nix on said: 
“ I hav e directed my attorney s to 
take the necessary steps to accomplish 
this, so that future administrations and 
future generations can take adv antage 
of this beautiful western setting to help 
maintain a truly national perspectiv e 
for the presidency .” 
The main bouse, built in the 1920s, 
consists of fiv e bedrooms, each with a 
bath; a liv ing room, a formal dining 
room, a sitting room, a pantry , a 


kitchen and serv ice porch, and two sto­ 
rage rooms. The 
only second-floor 
room is Nix on’s office. 


East of the main house, on property 
with 35 0 feet of ocean front, is a guest 
house with two bedrooms, a bath and a 
sitting room. Other structures on the 
property include a caretaker’s house, a 
play house, a greenhouse, a laundry , 
garages and a 40 by 25 -foot outdoor 
swimming pool. 


Nix on could obtain an income tax de­ 
duction of about $120,000 with the gift 
of the home, an IRS spokesman was 
quoted earlier this week. 
Stressing he was responding to ques­ 
tions about a hy pothetical tax pay er, 
the spokesman said that, if the Presi­ 
dent sets up a trust that would auto­ 
matically conv ey the property to the 
gov ernment upon the death of himself 
and his wife, they could liv e in the 
house until their deaths but be eligible 
for a deduction immediately . 
If Nix on sets up the trust, he would 
not be the first president to so claim a 
deduction for donated property . Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Eisenhower obtained a 
possible deduction of $314,000 for the 
230-acre farm in Getty sburg, Pa. when 
they donated it to the gov ernment in 
1967.

Abandon protest, Teamster chief tells truckers after Nixon meet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Teamsters 
President Frank E. Fitzsimmons con­ 
cluded a meeting with President Nix on 
Saturday by asking the nation’s tru­ 
ckers to abandon their protest of fuel 
shortages. But a dissident group of dri­ 
v ers promised to press ahead with 
plans for a two-day work stoppage. 
Fitzsimmons, Nix on’s strongest ally 
in the labor mov ement leadership, met 
with the President for 5 0 minutes in 
the Ov al Office and then conferred for 
about one hour, 45 minutes with chief 
energy official William E. Simon. 
He said the discussions hinged on the 
truckers’ request that highway speed 
limits, which hav e been reduced to 
sav e fuel, be restored to 60 m.p.h. and 
that strict controls be placed on the 
rising cost of gasoline and diesel fuel. 
He added he was confident the Presi­ 
dent would giv e “ due consideration” to 
the truckers’ needs. 
“ I urge truck driv ers ev ery where to 
ex ercise patience and discipline while 
the issue is being resolv ed,” Fitzsim­ 
mons told reporters after the White 
House session. “ I do not condone blo­ 
ckages or nation-wide strikes.” 
Mike Parkhurst, editor of an in- 
d u s t r y 
publication, 
“ Ov erdriv e,” 
/neanwhile declared at a news confer­ 
ence on the steps of the Capitol that as 
many as 100,000 driv ers would join in a 
two-day shutdown Thursday and Fri­ 
day . 


“ Neither 
Frank 
Fitzsimmons 
nor 
President Nix on has the influence or 
the power or the respect to stop the 
shutdown,” 
Parkhurst said. 
“ Frank 
Fitzsimmons has tried to manipulate 
the press into thinking or reporting that 
t h e

av erted.” 
In Springfield, 111., officials of the 
Midwest Truckers Association issued a 
call for a two-day 
“ park-in” nex t 
Thursday and Friday . The group say s 
it represents about 2,000 small trucking 
companies in Illinois and a few from 
adjacent states. 
Fitzsimmons, who met with reporters 


at the White House along with Sinion, 
indicated that both his members and 
the independent driv ers would hold off 
their threatened shutdown. “ Teamster 
members and all truck driv ers are loy ­ 
al Americans first and truck driv ers 
second,” he said. 
Both Fitzsimmons and Simon, who 
has been named to head the new Fed­ 
eral Energy Administration, left the 
clear impression that no final decision 
had been made on the speed limit is­ 
sue. Nix on has asked Congress for leg­ 
islation creating a 5 5 m.p.h. speed lim­ 
it for trucks and a 5 0 m.p.h. limit for 
cars. 


Referring to the price problem, Si­ 
mon said he and his staff were inv esti­ 
gating the possibility of prov iding addi­ 
tional gasoline and deisel fuel for tru­ 
ckers and added that the Internal Rev ­ 
enue Serv ice was try ing to find and 
correct any ev idence of retail price 
gouging. 
“ I need the help of the truckers, the 
people who are out on the highway s 
—if they could call and identify any 
abuse of this pricing mechanism, we'd 
like to know about it so we could 
help,” Simon said. 
“ I faithfully promise that we will 
promptly take action against those who

CLEVELAND (UPI) - The Internal 
Rev enue Serv ice here said Saturday 
that truck driv ers are being charged 
two to four cents a gallon more than 
the ceiling price for diesel fuel. 
Dale Kauffman, head of the IRS 
Price Control office here, said sev en of 
41 truck stops checked by the IRS in 
Northern Ohio were found to be wer- 
charging truck driv ers. 
“ We swept lnterstate-7 1, 1-75, 1-80, 


1-90, 1-77, 1-76 and the (Ohio) turn­ 
pike,” said Kauffman. 


“ All sev en rolled their prices back 
on the spot,” Kauffman said. “ They 
were all located just off the interstate 
highway s, but the turnpike stations 
were all okay . 


Kauffman also said all truck stops 
checked were receiv ing only 7 0 to 90 


per cent of their normal allocation 
from oil companies. 
In turn, 21 of the 41 were limiting 
sales to truckers to between 12 and 7 0 
gallons. 
Nearly 8 00 truckers gathered Saturday 
at truck stops near the Toledo entrance 
to the Ohio Turnpike. Some threatened 
to resume the highway blockades of the 
past week to protest the high cost of 
fuel and lowered speed limits. 


are ex ploiting the current fuel short­ 
age,” Simon said. 


Fitzsimmons later issued an eight- 
page statement outlining the Teams­ 
ters position on the energy crisis and 
the impact it is hav ing on the trucking 
industry . 


It called for a “ univ ersal” 60 mph 
speed limit for trucks, buses and cars. 
It added that trucks “ operate much 
more efficiently —from a fuel con- 
suption standpoint —at high speeds 
than at lower speeds proposed, such as 
5 0 or 5 5 mph.” 
The Teamsters leader also argued 
that a 60 mph speed limit would con­ 
serv e automobile fuel. He said motor­ 
ists tend to ex ceed the speed limit 
slightly and strict enforcement of a 60 
mph limit would “ actually be slowing 
autos down any where from 10 to 15 
miles per hour.” 
The statement said union members 
get 16 cents per mile and no hourly 
pay accept in cases of breakdowns and 
sev ere delay s. 
Federal 
law forbids 
them to driv e more than 10 hours at a 
stretch and they must take an 8 -hour 
break between stretches. 
“ The v ery simple arithmetic of lower 
speed limits is that they reduce the 
earning power of ov er-the-road driv ers 
upwards of 18 per cent while at the 
same time resulting in greater con­ 
sumption of fuel,” he said.

NATO CONFERENCE 
Another house 
call for healer, 
Dr. Kissinger 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger arriv ed in 
Brussels Saturday for the start of a 
two-week , 11-nation tour to smooth rela­ 
tions with NATO allies and secure a 
negotiated peace in the Middle East. 


Kissinger’s plane landed in Brussels 
at 4:10 p.m. EST. At the airport Kissi­ 
nger said the NATO alliance, while 
“ not withouj stress, remains the corner 
stone of American foreign policy .” 


The Secretary started his trip just 
hours after Egy pt’s Deputy Premier 
announced in Cairo that Ey gpt would 
attend the Arab-israeli peace talks 
Dec. 18 in Genev a. 


Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield v olunteered unusually warm 
praise for Kissinger’s success in nego­ 
tiating with the Arabs and Israelis. 


“ Secretary of State Kissinger has 
done a superb job in getting them to­ 
gether,” he said. “ He’s had to walk * 
tightrope between the two sides.” 


Mansfield said arranging the face-to- 
face 
meeting 
at 
Genev a 
was 
“ a 
markable achiev ement.” 


“ If any body can bring about a solu­ 
tion to the problem it is Henry Kissi­ 
nger, who under the most difficult cir­ 
cumstances has performed remarkab­ 
ly ,” Mansfield said. “ I think he’s the 
right man at the right place at the 
right time.” 


With last-minute assurances that Eg­ 
y pt would sit down at the negotiating 
table with Israel, Kissinger can be ex ­ 
pected to concentrate on the other ma­ 
jor goals of his trip: to salv age the U.

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Energy crisis good for Christmas, says Yule tree king 


PORTLAND, Ore. 
(UPI) 
— The 
“ Christmas tree king” 
alway s did 
think the ov erload of electric circuits 
with Christmas tree lights in recent 
y ears was “ perv ersion of Christmas 
spirit.” 
That’s why he sees in the energy 
crisis in America “ added incentiv e for 
a nationwide return to Christmas trees 
that are more in keeping with tradi­ 
tion.” 
The “ Christmas tree king” is Rick 
Kirk, of G.R. Kirk Co., Puy allup, 
Wash., the nation’s largest prov ider of 


freshly cut ev ergreens. 
The matter of the power shortage 
came up in the middle of “ Operation 
Christmas Tree” inv olv ing the shipping 
of Kirk’s trees to v arious markets. A 
large part of that is handled by Burlin­ 
gton Northern Railroad, which uses 18 0 
to 200 box cars just for Kirk and a few 
other, smaller, operators. 
Kirk’s firm this y ear is wholesaling 
almost 1.5 million cut trees, taken 
from forests of Quebec, Nov a Scotia, 
Wisconsin, British Columbia, Montana 
and Washington. 


Distribution is made to independent 
dealers throughout the United States 
by rail, truck and ev en by air in spe­ 
cial circumstances. Getting trees to 
market In prime condition is the tree 
king’s big concern in the six to eight 
weeks before Christmas. 
Power-consuming electric lights, he 
noted in discussing the matter with 
Lane Downey , Burlington’s area sales 
manager who is coordinating the ship­ 
ment of the trees, were successors to 
lighted candles on Christmas trees. 
“ I’m in no way suggesting we go 


back to candles, because they were not 
safe,” said Kirk in offering way s of 
decorating with bright, natural things 
such as popcorn strings, apples and 
other fruit and small decorativ e wrap­ 
ped gifts. 
—Flocked trees with bright baubles 
of a single color—they stand out day or 
night. Today ’s flocking methods also 
are fireproof. 
—A well-shaped green tree, dressed 
in streaming red, gold or silv er gar­ 
lands, with just a sprinkling of match­ 
ing or contrasting baubles is equally 


esthetic, and without lights the tree 
lasts longer, suffers less abuse at the 
decorator’s hand and is safer than 
those strung with power-consuming 
electric lights. 
—For those who insist on electric 
display s, just a few low-watt twinklers 
strategically placed can retain the es­ 
thetic simplicity of the ideas mentioned 
and still cut power use sharply . 
Family fun and true unity in the 
Christmas spirit await those who like 
the most ex pressiv e tree of all—one 
with homemade, handcrafted decora­ 


tions, colorful paper cut-outs, glue-and- 
sparkle cards, cones and balls, multi­ 
colored ribbon bows, cranberry gar­ 
lands and may be ev en a nice white 
bone for the family dog. 
“ Recent y ears hav e seen a tendency 
toward ov erloading of circuits,” said 
Kirk, “ and the most plausible ex plana­ 
tion I know is that almost ev ery one 
wants to upstage his neighbors in lig h t- 
count. What perv ersion oi GVrrk^mat 
spirit!”

LCS ANGELES (UPI) - Shoppers 
throughout California found their favor­ 
ite foods m issing from superm ark et 
shelves Saturday in the six th day of a 
food industry ' strik e-lock out which ap­ 
peared fa r from settlem ent. 
“There are no dairy products and 
the fresh vegetables a re going bad. 
Nobody 's 
buy ing them 
because 
the 
prices a re too high,” said Carol Soms- 
tein. a frustrated housewife of North 
Holly wood. 
Food chain em ploy ers and butchers 
union representatives in San Francisco 
Saturday held their first face-to-face 
meeting since pick et lines went up. 
A m anagem ent spok esm an said, how­ 
ever, the N orthern California dispute 
— 
i n v o l v i n g 
som e 13,000 
em ­ 
ploy es—could not be settled until an 
agreem ent is reached in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
N egotiations to end the strik e-lock out 
of 22,000 w ork ers in Southern Califor­ 
nia w ere scheduled to resum e M onday . 
Leaders of the four unions strik ing 61 
m ark et 
chains, 
including 
Safeway , 
Luck y ’s and T hriftim art, threatened to 
increase the num ber of pick ets this 
week if no agreem ent is reached. T hat 
could m ean even m ore shortages a t the 
m ark ets. 
“ Nobody is going hungry ' but short­ 
ages are going to get worse, especially 
in the big m ark ets as they w ork off the 
inventories they had built up in antici­ 
pation of the strik elock out,” said Je rry 
V ercruse, 
chief 
negotiator 
for 
the 
T eam sters Union and chairm an of the 
tour-union coalition. 
Robert K. Fox , president of the Food 
Em ploy ers Council, said m anagem ent 
is finding alternative m eans of dis­ 
tributing food while the wholesale and 
retail w ork ers are on strik e.

Although both law and tradition pro­ 
tect the privdcy of such docum ents 
even for a president, Nix on said he 
was m ak ing them public “ because the 
confidentiality of m y private finances 
is far less im portant to m e than the 
confidence of the A m erican people in 
the integrity of the P resident.” 
At the sam e tim e, Nix on confirm ed 
that his chief asset— the 5.9 -acre La 
Casa Pacifica estate he and M rs. Ni­ 
x on purchased at San C lem ente, Calif., 
in 1968—would be donated after they 
die to the governm ent for use as a con­ 
ference center, guest facility for visit­ 
ing dignitaries and a w ork ing base for 
future presidents. Its value is $571,167, 
Nix on said. 
IRS sources said Nix on could claim 
this gift as a tax deduction as well. 
Figures from the tax returns he and 
Mrs. Nix on filed in 1969, 1970, 1971 and 
1972 w ere furnished and reporters were 
perm itted to check the actual returns 
to verify them . 
They show he paid a total tax of $78,- 
651.10 during these four y ears on a to­ 
tal adjusted gross incom e of $1,122,- 
266.37. 
With deductions totaling $257,376 for 
interest on m oney he borrowed to pur­ 
chase his estates, property tax es of 
$81,255, and deductions for his gift to 
papers of $482,019, his tax able income 
for this period w as only $172,892. 
And he still has $94,981 left as a de­ 
duction 
from 
the 
papers’ 
donation 
against future tax es. 
In addition to his $200,000 y early 
salary ', the president receives an addi­ 
tional $50,000 ex pense allowance each 
y ear w’hich, by law, he has to account 
for only for tax purposes. 
His tax records show7 that during his 
first four y ears in office, he spent only 
$108.000 of this on such item s as gifts 
to visitors, officially related entertain­ 
m ent, and the use of portions of his 
Florida and California residences as 
office space. State dinners and large 
scale functions a re paid out of a sepa­ 
rate White House fund. 
The rem aining $92.000 w as treated as 
regular, tax able incom e. 
The docum ents showed Nix on pro­ 
fitted heavily 
from his 
real 
estate 
transactions. 
He 
purchased 
199,891 
shares in 1967 at $1 per share in a cor­ 
poration developing F isher’s Island in 
Biscay ne Bay near his Florida home. 
He sold at cost 10,000 shares to his per­ 
sonal secretary , Rose M ary Woods; 3,- 
000 to his speechw riter and protege. 
P atrick J. B uchanan; and 1,000 shares 
to his valet, Manuel. Sanchez. 
The rem aining 185,891 shares he sold 
in M ay . 1969. for $371,782—a profit oi 
$184,891 over a tw o-y ear period. 
His apartm ent in New' York City , 
purchased for $100,000 in 1963 and im ­ 
proved by ex penditures of $66,860, was 
sold in May , 1969, for $312,500—a profit 
of $142,912 over a five-y ear period. 
In 1967, he bought two undeveloped 
lots in Florida on Key Biscay ne for a 
total of $38,080. Last D ecem ber he sold 
the properties for $150,000 for a profit 
of $111,270 in 5 *i/2 y ears. 
F or this transaction, Nix on borrowed 
$20,000 from his older daughter, Tricia, 
from a trust established for her in 1958 
by 
E lm er 
Bobst, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
board of W arner-L am bert Co., and a 
long-time fam ily friend. 
T here have been allegations T ricia 
did not pay her share o f the income 
ta x es o n this tra nsa ctio n but, a cco rd­ 


ing to copies of her tax return, she 
paid tax es on a capital gain of $11,617 
in 1972 and will pay on $32,891 in her 
1973 returns. 


The Joint C om m ittee 
on 
Internal 
Revenue T ax ation, com posed of ran­ 
k ing m em bers of the House W ay s and 
M eans Com m ittee and the Senate F i­ 
nance Com m ittee, is the only group in 
Congress authorized to ex am ine in­ 
come tax returns. 


The P resident specifically ask ed the 
com m ittee to confirm the legitim acy of 
his $570,000 deduction for the papers 
donation, and opinions by his legal ad­ 
visers that be did not have to pay tax es 
on $117,370 capital gain from the sale of 
som e property in California. 


Questions have been raised w hether 
the transfer of his docum ents w as com ­ 
pleted before July 25, 1969, when a new 
law elim inated such gifts as tax deduc­ 
tions. 
Nix on’s law y ers cited legal prece­ 
dents to show that while he resided in 
California 
for 
voting 
purposes, 
his 
dom icile w as W ashington, D. C.—thus 
he did not have to pay C alifornia state 
tax es. In addition, all elected federal 
officials are ex em pt from D istrict of 
Columbia incom e tax es. 
On another controversial subject, the 
docum ents show that Nix on paid no 
personal capital gains tax es when he 
sold a portion of his C alifornia estate 
to R obert H. A bplanalp and C.G. Re­ 
bozo, his two closest personal friends. 
Abplanalp, 
the 
P resident’s 
chief 
benefactor, had loaned him a total of 
$625,000 to purchase La C asa Pacifica. 
The estate, consisting of 26 acres in­ 
cluding the Nix ons’ 14-room Spanish- 
sty le villa, cost $1.4 million in 1969. A 
y ear later 2.9 acres w as added for 
$100,000. In 1970 the Nix ons sold all but 
5.9 acres of the property on w hich 
their beachfront home w as located for 
$1,249,000 to A bplanalp 
and 
Rebozo 
doing business as the B & C Invest­ 
m ent Co. 
Nix on’s accountant, 
A rthur 
Blech, 
valued the portion of the estate re­ 
tained by the Nix ons a t approx im ately 
$280,000 — which m eant 
tha t 
they 
m ade no profit on the sale and con­ 
sequently paid no tax es on it. 
However, the auditors of Coopers & 
L y brand figured that the value of the 
retained portion w as $397,817, which 
would have given the Nix ons a profit 
of $117,370 as a long-term capital gain. 
E ven with 
the 
higher 
evaluation, 
however, the Nix ons had sufficient de­ 
ductions to w rite it off and still would 
have not had to pay tax es, the figures 
show. 
Nix on pointed out that the IRS au­ 
dited his returns from 1971 and 1972 
and found them to be in order. 
Turning to another controversial sub­ 
ject, Nix on said som e people erro­ 
neously believed that from $6 m illion 
to $10 million in governm ent funds had 
been spent im proving his hom es in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
“ One m y th breeds another, so m any 
observers also believe that the govern­ 
m ent im provem ents have vastly en­ 
riched me personally ,” he said. 
Actually , only $68,000 w as spent on 
his home for security -related changes 
ordered by the Secret Service, he said.

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' Is energy crunch 
really blessing? 


This country is still shaking over thç threatened 
‘■energy crisis. Every segment of our national and per­ 
sonal life is touched and many withirt the church are 
try ing to guess the impact upon the religious commun­ 
ity in North America. 
Will church attendance drop as the gasoline short­ 
age intensifies? How will the large, sprawling sanc­ 
tuaries and church buildings survive the fuel short­ 
age? Will major urban congregations have to curtail 
program and activities? Perhaps none of this will 
come to pass. Yet denominational leaders and pastors 
must face the energy crunch along with their secular 
counterparts. 
Some churchmen believe that the energy squeeze 
m ay have a large plus for the Christian community : 
the return to, the neighborhood parish. The automo- 
' -bile has scattered Christians in every direction, many 
■ t families driving five or six miles to attend a church 
- .that is completely removed from thé demands and op­ 
portunities of.their cojnmü nity . For y ears the neigh- 
• borhood parish has suffered urbib mobility , along 
^ with the population shifts. New people may discover 
not only the pleasure of walking to church, but the 
larger advantage of a clearly defined community that 
can face the problems and opportunities close at hand. 
Keeping people *at home — and that is certainly one 
of the ultimate effects of any gasoline shortage—may 
help families to rediscover the joy and fun of another 
***era: togetherness. Right now most recreation seems 
to have a motor attached, turning wheels and making 
noise. Another form "of exercise and recreation may 
emerge—walking and reading. 
• 
The early Christian Church did quite well in growth 
.and influence through letter writing. The New Testa­ 
ient is mainly a collection of letters, shared and re- 
?ad by Christians all over the Middle East and Asia 
„ lino r. This may be the ho ur fo r the reco v ery o f Chris­ 
tian co mmunicatio n, thro ugh the written wo rd. 
Many within the religious community will secretly 
ilute the energy crisis if It means fewer national meet­ 
ings for the church. In the past several y ears, most; 
Religious groups have been meeting more and enjoy ing 
it less. The weight of bureaucratic proceedings, the 
^staggering cost ‘of hauling people all over the map, the 
fray ed nerves and hasseUng over every imaginable 
social-political issue, has hardly built up the life of 
I he spirit. 
A nice lo ng pause in natio nal meetings—or at most, 
/çry carefully planned and selected sessio ns—is no t 
to be sco rned. A movement is already afo o t fo r mo re 
>werful lo cal and regio nal co ntro l in the affairs o f 
the church. The energy demands and the Arab shut­ 
do wn may actually assist the Church in a redisco v ery 
jf missio n and fello wship.

Cam paign cash an d pollution 


WASHINGTON - There has been a 
lot of talk in Washington about keeping 
our rivers, lakes and beaches clean. 
Yet the law%nd-order hoy s have shown 
a strange reluctance to enforce the 
laws against pollution. Sometimes, it 
seems that the flow of campaign cash 
more than the flow of pollutants deter­ 
mines whether the polluters are prose­ 
cuted. 
We have just completed a detailed 
study of cases referred to the Justice 
Department by the Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency in 1971-72. The agency 
used the old 1899 Refuse Act to res­ 
train factories from fouling the water­ 
way s. 
This hoary statute has not been re­ 
placed by a new law, but the pattern 
of prosecution hasn’t improved. 
The EPA asks Justice to prosecute 
only the worst polluters. They are gi­ 
ven every chance to clean up their 
messes voluntarily . Only as a last re­ 
sort are cases forwarded to the lustice 
Department. 


Few trials 
Yet a large percentage of these 
cases never,reach the courts. Top EPA 
officials have told us, not for attribu­ 
tion, that it sometimes takes dy namite 
to blast a pollution case out of the pi­ 
geonholes of the prosecutors. Our own 
study shows that, of 168 pollution cases 
submitted fO T criminal prosecution, the 
J us t i c e 
Department 
rejected 
35 
outright and sidetracked 34 more for 
one reason or another. 
Almost invariably 
the 
companies 
with fhe most political clout seemed to 
go unpunished or to get off with light 
fines. We could not establish that cam­ 
paign contributions resulted in overt 
intervention. But as one high official 
confided to us, “y ou just know who is 
to be prosecuted and who is not." 
In October 1971, tor example, the 
EPA referred a criminal case involv­ 
ing an oil spill on the Yazoo River in 
Mississippi. The spill had been caused 
by either Mobil or Pennzoil, said EPA, 
since both firms have facilities near 
the Yazoo. The U.S. attorney declined 
to prosecute because he lacked “evi­ 
dence as to who caused the spill.” 
It may be merely a coincidence that 
Pennzoil’s president, William Liedtke, 
was a fund raiser for the Nixon cam­ 
paign last y ear. On one celebrated oc­ 
casion, he stuffed $700,000 in cash and 
negotiable securities into a suitcase, 
sent it to Washington aboard a compa­ 


ny plane and had it delivered in the 
dark of night to Nixon headquarters. 
No receipt was asked ncr given. 
Another time, the EPA asked Justice 
to file a civil suit against California 
Marine Packing for polluting the I.os 
Angeles harbor with “fish processing 
wastes” which “resulted in fish kills.” 
The U S. Attorney declined. 


Shadowy Nixon friend 
The packing company , it develops, is 
a division of Westgate-Califomia Cor­ 
poration, whose board chairman is San 
Diego millionaire C. Arnholt Smith. 
The shadowy 
Smith is a personal 
friend of President Nixon and con­ 
tributed $200,000 to the Nixon re-elec­ 
tion effort. The donation was returned 
after the public learned Smith was un­ 
der investigation by both the Interna! 
Revenue Service and the Securities Ex­ 
change Commission. 
Well over a y ear ago. the EPA wan­ 
ted Justice to prosecute Getty Oil tor 
dumping oil. grease, lead and chemic­ 
als into the Delaware River. The case, 
we have been intortned, is tied up in 
•‘negotiation.” The president of Getty 
Oil is billionaire J. Paul Getty ; the re­ 
cord shows he contributed at least $75,- 
000 to Nixon. 
In June 1972, the EPA requested that 
suits be filed against Star-Kist Foods 
for discharging foul fish processing 
wastes into Los Angeles harbor. Prose­ 
cution was declined and the company 
agreed to work out an abatement pro­ 
gram. 
Star-Kist is a subsidiary of 
H.J. 
Heinz, whose officers gave Nixon over 
$60,000. The president of Star-Kist, Jo­ 
seph Bogdanovich, contributed $30,000 
out of his own pocket to Nixon. 
Twice in 1971, Gulf Oil was accused 
of causing oil spills in the Houston ship 
channel. Criminal charges were finally 
’filed in one case on January 5, 1973. 
There nas been no legal action at all 
on the second spill. By another coinci­ 
dence, Gulf Oil donated $100.000 to Ni-

xon’s campaign. The company later 
admitted the contribution was illegal 
and it was returned. 
Met with EPA 
In the course of our investigation, 
my associate Joseph Spear requested a 
meeting with Justice and EPA antipol­ 
lution officials. He found eight officials 
waiting for him when he arrived for an 
appointment 
at 
EPA 
headquarters, 
overlooking the malodorous1 Potomac 
River. 
One of them, Martin 
Green, chief o f 
the Justice Department’s po llutio n co n­ 
trol section, insisted 
(hat po litics play s 
no part in the 
decisio n whether to 
prosecute. “I assure 
y o u,” he said, 
“that I here in this o ffice do no t kno w 
who donates what to who m.” 
The first aim of the Justice Depart­ 
ment. he said, was to abate pollution 
rather than prosecute the polluters. 
Every effort is made, he said, to per­ 
suade a polluter to stop pouring gunk 
into the waterway s. His willingness to 
cooperate determines whether he will 
be prosecuted. The final decision is 
made, he said, by the local U.S. attor­ 
ney . 
The big corporate bosses in many 
communities, EPA officials told us, 
have enormous influence with the local 
U.S. attorney s. Often, the pollution 
cases are dropped for the most fri­ 
volous reasons. 
Failed to file 
In at least eight cases, the federal 
attorney s simply tailed to file suit be­ 
fore the deadline passed. Among corpo­ 
rations that got off the hook in this 
fashion were American Can, American 
Cy anamid, Georgia Pacific and tour 
paper companies. 
In February 1972, the EPA asked 
Justice to file suit against the Carnation 
Milk Company for dumping milk pro­ 
cessing waste into Williams Creek in 
Mt. Vernon. Mo. The U.S. attorney de­ 
clined prosecution because there was 
“insufficient evidence of discharge into 
navigable waters.” 
The Peabody Coal Co., in Columbia, 
Mo., was accused of dumping “coal 
mine 
acid 
w a s t e s ” into Hinksin 
Creek, a tributary of the Mississippi. 
The case was also dropped because the 
prosecutors claimed not to have suf­ 
ficient proof that Hinksin Creek was 
navigable. 
Now, weary EPA officials sometimes 
literally paddle their own canoes up 
creeks to prove the streams are “navi­ 
gable.” For it takes a full investigation 
to nail a big polluter.

Lerabke’s greatest delights is 
simply to walk around her 
yard in suburban 
Littleton 
pointing out to friends the ev­ 
ergreens she and her family 
have planted. 
“ In our yard, there is noth­ 
ing sweeter than to go around 
and look at the trees and re­ 
member the times when they 
were planted,” the mother of 
three said. “ We have five 
trees now, for five Christ­ 
mases. With a little bit of 
luck, we will have a lot ; 
more.” 
Mrs. Lemke is head of the 
environmental group called 
Provide for People which 
wants homeowners across the 
nation to celebrate Christmas 
in a different way. They want 
people to buy living, growing 
Christmas 
trees—not 
trees 
that have been cut—and then 
replant them when they have 
served their holiday decora­ 
tive purpose. 
“ There is no more won­ 
derful 
way 
to celebrate 
Christmas,” 
Mrs. 
Lembke 
says. “ I have three fine sons 
and they’re all enthusiastic 
about it. They help decorate 
the 
tree 
and 
then 
after 
Christmas, plant it.” 
Mrs. Lembke, whose group 
kicked off a nationwide cam­ 
paign on Thanksgiving Day, 
said she has been working for 
three years now to convince 
people to buy living trees. She 
thinks the idea is spreading. 
“ Good Support” 
“ We were very effective 
last year,” she said. “The 
first year there were over 1,- 
000 live trees planted in Colo­ 
rado alone and last year it 
jumped to 7,000. And we’ve 
heard that there has been a 
tot of good support across the 
nation.” 
M r s . Lembke said she 
found it amazing the number 
of people who have jumped | 
on the bandwagon to support 
the idea. 
j 
“ It seems like an 
idea 
whose time has come,” she 
said. “ All you have to do is 
mention it to people and they 
either latch onto it and say 
this is a great idea or else i 
they poo-hoo the idea and just 
forget it.” 
Mrs. Lembke said she can’t 
accept the argument that the 
task is too difficult and that 
most of the trees planted in 
wintertime will die. 
“ We say if you get a dead 
tree, you know it’s dead,” she 
said. “ But at least this way 
you take a chance. Even if 
only 50 per cent of the trees 
that are planted live, that’s 50 
per cent more live trees than 
we had to start off with.” 
How To Do It 
Mrs. Lembke provides a 
few hints for persons buying 
living trees. They should ne­ 
ver be kept in the home for 
more than 10 days, keep the 
roots moist and then leave 
the tree in the garage for a 
couple of days to get it used 
to the shock of moving out­ 
doors. 
“ Keep your dirt in the ga­ 
rage, too, or some other pro­ 
tected area so it won’t shock 
the roots at the time you i 
transplant it,” she said. 
Mrs. Lembke, whc has been 
sidelined much of the past 
year as the result of injuries | 
suffered when struck by a j 
car, said she felt her group j 
was instrumental in the deci­ 
sion this year by the White 
House to have a living nation­ 
al Christmas tree. Her organ­ 
ization set up a cry last year 
when a tree was cut in 
Wyoming and then shipped to 
the White House as the na­ 
tional tree. 
Originator unknown 
Mrs. Lembke said the orig­ 
inator of the live Christmas 
tree program was a woman 
whose name she doesn't even 
know. She heard the elderly j 
woman speaking to a council- \ 
man at a political meeting 
and telling him how nice it 
would be to have evergreens 
up and down the mam street 
is Littleton. 
Mrs. Lembke told her or- 
ganization about it and the j 
members decided to take it ; 
on as a project. 
“ The first year we tried to 
find her,” Mrs. Lembke said. 
“ She never did step forward, 
so I don’t know whether she 
died or if she just hasn’t be­ 
come aware. But it was real­ 
ly she who was the originator 
of this.”

By HERBERT KELMAN 
Cop y right, 1973, Regents of 
the University of California 
The concep t of individual 
rights is central to a demo­ 
cratic society . Yet a society 's 
definition of individual rights 
is never static.

Throughout American histo­ 
ry , we can observe organized 
efiortg to close the gap be­

Their efforts to break out of 
this vicious cy cle have been 
frustrated by subtle and not- 
so-subtle biases that have de­ 
nied them access to educa­ 
tional op p ortunities, to jobs, 
to unions, to housing, to loans 
— in short, to all p otential 
p oints of entry into the sy s­ 
tem. 
Members of these group s 
have now gone bey ond the 
earlier civil rights movement 
in insisting that their right to

active affirmative efforts to 
op en up op p ortunities to them 
and to assure that they will

—2 Ap art from ethnic mi­ 
norities, various group s in our 
society have been dep rived, 
as a matter of p ublic p olicy , 
of certain rights and op p ortu­ 
nities available to the aver­ 
age citizen. These group s are 
characterized by some vari­ 
ety and 
degree of dep en­ 
dence, deviance or cap tivity 
Among such 
group s 
one 
might include minors, senior 
citizens, homosex uals, welfare 
recip ients, 
mental 
p atients, 
p rison inmates, enlisted men 
in the armed forces and wom­ 
en. 
Although women constitute 
more than half of the p op ula­ 
tion and enjoy some p ower 
within our society , law and 
tradition define them as “de­ 
p endents” and restrict their 
ex ercise of certain imp ortant 
rights — such as the right to 
make contracts, to p ursue de­ 
sired careers and to control 
their own bodies. 
The rationale for restricting 
members of these group s in 
the ex ercise of some of their 
rights has been either that 
they are incap able of ex ercis­ 
ing these rights, so that it 
would be in their own and in 
society ’s interest to imp ose 
restrictions: or that they have 
forfeited their rights by their 
own actions; or that they are 
living in institutional settings 
in which the p ublic interest 
and safety demand the cur­ 
tailment of certain individual 
rights. 
Widely -shared 
assump tions 
which have long sup p orted 
these 
restrictions are 
now 
being 
challenged, 
both 
by 
members 
of 
these 
group s 
themselves and by p rofession­ 
al and action group s that 
identify with their cause. 
—3 Individual rights have 
alway s been subject to cer­ 
tain limitations for all group s 
in the society , not just those 
group s that have been singled 
out for discriminatory treat­ 
ment. 
Thus, the right to refuse 
military service, to engage in 
certain forms of p rotest, to 
p ractice birth control or to es­ 
tablish a household with un­ 
married p artners — to men­ 
tion just a few ex amp les — 
has been severely restricted 
through a combination of law 
and custom. 
Wi t h 
some 
ex cep tions, 
p eop le have in the p ast ac­ 
cep ted the right of society 
and its duly constituted au­ 
thorities to imp ose these lim­ 
itations on them. 
In recent y ears many of 
these traditional restrictions 
are increasingly being chal­ 
lenged, most often by the 
well-established up p er middle 
class but with growing fre­ 
quency by other elements of 
society . More individuals are 
nowf insisting on constitutional 
rights that in the p ast were 
only rarely claimed. 
For ex amp le, the marked 
increase in the number of 
conscientious objectors during 
the Vietnam War and in ef­ 
forts to broaden the legal de­ 
finition of conscientious objec­ 
tion (to include selective ob­ 
jection to a p articular war) 
suggests a greater insistence 
on the individual’s right to 
e va l u a t e for himself the 
adequacy of the reasons for 
which authorities order him 
to kill and die. 
Furthermore, 
there 
has 
been a tendency to p ush the 
limits of certain rights that 
have alway s been recognized 
but interp reted more narrow­ 


ly - 
, 
.

, 
For ex amp le, 
individuals 
are insisting that the right of 
dissent ex tends to dramatic 
forms of p rotest or that the 


right of p rivacy ex tends to 
unorthodox life-sty les, 
even 
though many p eop le may find 
the ex ercise of these rights 
offensive or objectionable. 
Finally , 
citizens 
are 
in- 
c r s a s i ng l y claiming new 
righta that have not been ex ­ 
p licitly 
recognized 
before: 
Witness the growth of citizen 
1 o b-b i e s , of the consumer 
rights movement, and Of the 
e c o l o g y movement. While 
these are largely middle-class 
issues, 
the 
increasing 
em­ 
p hasis of y oung blue-collar 
workers on the right to mea­ 
ningful work suggests that rhe 
p ush toward a broader defini­ 
tion of human rights suffuses 
our entire society . 
These 
various 
manifesta­ 
tions of a heightened insis­ 
tence on individual rights in 
our society are p art of a 
worldwide p rocess that can 
be traced to many sources. 
The diffusion of a demo­ 
cratic ideology and its asso­ 
ciated p rincip le of national 
s e 1 f-determinalion 
have 
sp urred on the movements for 
p olitical indep endence and so­ 
cial reform throughout the old 
colonial emp ires; the emer­ 
gence of Africa and the rest 
of the Third World, in turn, 
has strengthened the sense of 
e t h ni c 
identity 
and 
the 
s t r u g g l e for equal rights 
among Black Americans. 
Industrialization, along W'ith 
the growth of science and 
technology , has encouraged 
eri'ons to ex tend individual 
rights, both by fostering' atti­ 
tudes of rationality and p rag­ 
matism cap able of challeng­ 
ing traditional p atterns, and 
by broadening the range of 
p ossible living conditions to 
which p eop le could asp ire. 
Urbanization has not only 
undermined 
traditional 
ai*- 
thority relationship s but has 
also created some of the con­ 
ditions for p olitical organizing 
and for mobilizing disaffected 
group s to take collective ac­ 
tion. 
i h e 
mass media 
have 
greatly accelerated the dis­ 
semination 
of 
information, 
both about living conditions 
that p revail elsewhere, thus 
raising p eop le’s levels of asp i­ 
ration, and about collective 
actions that have been taken 
elsewhere, thus inviting imita­ 
tion. 
Whatever their sources, the 
diiferent manifestations of the 
m o ve m e nt for individual 
rights have certain imp ortant 
common features. A basic fea­ 
ture is the unwillingness of 
p eop le to accep t any longer 
the status to which they have 
been assigned. Changes in 
seit-attitudes—develop ment of 
group p ride, op enness about 
deviant life-sty les or p olitical 
p reterences, 
refusal 
to 
be 
ap ologetic 
or 
subservient 
about one’s claims—reinforce 
unwillingness to accep t re­ 
strictions. 
A second and closeiy re­ 
lated 
feature 
of 
the 
new 
movements is their challenge 
to established authority . 
Yet, wide segments of the 
p op ulation—esp ecially but not 
ex clusively among the work­ 
ing 
class 
and 
the 
lower 
middle class—feel p rofoundly 
threatened by these manifes­ 
tations of change. They see 
them as concrete threats to 
their own economic p ositions 
and mobility asp irations, as 
attacks on imp ortant sy mbols 
of order and authority , and as 
disrup tions of the traditional 
relationship between citizen 
and authorities. 
By and large, members o f 
these group s are integrated in 
the 
American 
sy stem 
but 
their hold on the sy stem is 
tenuous; to maintain it, they 
feel obligated to do what the 
authorities ex p ect of them. 
Their sense of security basi­ 
cally rests on the knowledge 
that they are p lay ing by the 
rules. 
Any change in the rules and 
ex p ectations 
is, 
therefore, 
p articularly 
threatening 
to 
them since it disturbs the 
basis of their integration in 
the society . 
Essentially , the new insis­ 
tence on individual rights rep ­ 
resents a call for a redefini­ 
tion of the bases of legitimacy 
in the society . Various group s 
are refusing to accep t the 
legitimacy of the leadership 
until* the sy stem adequately 
rep resents their interests and 
includes them in the p rocess 
of defining national goals and 
deciding on their means of 
imp lementation. 
The new movements rep re­ 
sent, in my view, constructive 
and ex citing step s in the di­ 
rection of a society that is 
more op en, more just and 
more free. 
They call for a sy stem that 
is resp onsive to the needs of 


all segments of the p op ula­ 
tion, that offers max imal op ­ 
p ortunity for self-fulfillment 
to all of its members and that 
gives 
each 
individual 
the 
right and the resp onsibility to 
a s s e s s official actions in 
terms of their consistency 
with basic societal values. 


Without a sensitive unders­ 
tanding of what the heigh­ 
tened insistence on individual 
rights means to these seg­ 
ments of our society , the ef­ 
forts at change are unlikely 
to succeed, nor would they be 
conducive to the highest de­ 
gree of justice. 


The changes imp lied in ex ­ 
tending individual rights are 
not designed to do away with 
authority —without which, in 
my op inion, no organized so- 
c i a 1 s y s t e m could sur­ 
vive—but to question long-es­ 
tablished authority p atterns 
that are no longer consistent 


with democratic values as 
they have historically evolved 
and to build the habit of ques­ 
tioning authority into the p oli­ 
tical p rocess. 
In 
the 
long 
run, 
such 
changes would strengthen the 
legitimacy and the integrity 
of the sy stem, by making it 


more congruent with its un­ 
derly ing values and deep ening 
the p ublic sup p ort for it.

If you thought the Big Ten 
had a strange method for 
picking its Rose Bowl repre­ 
sentative, wait’ll you see how 
the National Football League 
may wind up choosing its 
NFC Eastern Division cham­ 


pion. 
In the good oP days, when 
two teams tied for first place, 
they met on the field in a 
playoff game to snap the 
tie. 
But that was before the 
NFL was divided into six di- 
viisions by the merger in 1970. 
Now there’s no room on the 
schedule for a playoff game if 
two teams are deadlocked for 
first place. So, some other 
methods had to be dreamed 
up for breaking ties. 
And that’s why the Sun­ 
day’s nationally televised Dai- 
las-Washington game 
could 
have one of the strangest en­ 
dings ever if it’s close. 
To put it as simply as pos­ 
sible, Dallas and Washington 
will end up in a tie with 10-4 
records in the NFC East if 
Dallas beats Washington and 


both teams win their final 
games next week. 
Since the clubs would have 
the 
same 
records 
against 
each other and the same re­ 
cords in the division and in 
the conference, it would come 
down to the number of points 
the two teams scored against 
each other. 
Since Washington won the 
first game 14-7, Dallas must 
try to win this one by eight or 
more points.

Gambling a sure thing in

More Americans are betting 
more money on more gam­ 
bles today than ever before. 
The total amount being wa­ 
gered is an elusive one but 
authoritative estimates range 
from a low of $30-$40 billion 
to the area of $100 billion an­ 
nually. In one five-month pe­ 
riod in 1972 investigated by 
the 
Justice 
Department 
it 
projected $30 billion to $60 bil­ 
lion bet illegally during these 
months alone. 
L e g a l betting also has 
s oa r e d , with millions of 
people tak ing legal flyers in 
seven state lotteries, at the 
race track s, at 112 Off Track 
Betting parlors in New York, 
at gambling enclaves such as 
Las Vegas, and right down to 
church bingo suppers. Some 
$3 million a day is bet in this 
fashion in New York alone. In 
New York City the illegal

now. The (Las Vegas) Strip 
used to operate mostly for the 
high rollers.

States and accepted a $2 mil­ 
lion “ food loan” from Russia. 
Industrial development Min­ 
ister Chidambaram Subrama- 
niam said recently , “ India is 
losing a minimum of 10 per 
cent of foodgrains during sto­ 
rage, and by depredation of 
insects, 
rodents, 
fungi 
and 
fire each y ear. This works out 
to a minimum of about 10 
million 
tons—a 
little 
more 
than the amount by which we 
fall short of our needs.” 


“ In other words,” Subrama- 
n iam said, “ some people go 
h u n g ry , or precious foreign 
ex change is used to import 
foodgrains, not because we 
have not produced enough, 
but because we have not ta­ 
ken adequate care of the out­ 
put.” 


Vast money loss 


An official of the Food Cor­ 
poration of India, which looks 
after the procurement 
and 
distribution of food in the 


country , said “ this 
10 per 
cent loss is not very high in 
comparison 
to 
world 
stan­ 
dards. But, for a country like 
India, this food wasted can 
easily feed 5 0 million people 
annually . In terms of hard 
cash it means a loss of 1,063 
million U.S. dollars a y ear.” 


India’s annual food produc­ 
tion has varied from 94 mil­ 
lion to 108 .4 million tons in 
the past five y ears. An esti­ 
mated 96 million tons is ex ­ 


pected this y ear. This works 
out D about 1.1 pound per 
person per day for India's 5 60 
million people. 


Nearly 7 0 per cent of the 
grain produced in India is 
kept by the farmers for per­ 
sonal 
consumption 
and 
for 
nex t y ear’s sowing. The rest 
enters organized trade chan­ 
nels for marketing, either pri­ 
vate or governmental. 
Though India has made im­ 
portant strides in food pro-

convention to another. And so 
naturally he knows quite a lot 
about clothes. 
MR is his brainchild and 
the first issue hit the stands 
recently. The purpose, he ex- 
i plains, is not to tell men what 
to wear but to shew them 
their options. A man doesn’t 
havp to be anything definite 
any more—Brooks Brothers, 
S e v e n t h Avenue or even 
Avant Garde. He can be one 
or all or mix things up to suit 
his fancy. 
“ As far as suits are con­ 
cerned, there are not major 
silhouette changes this year,” 
he said. “ It is the wide lapel,

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
There may be a silver lining 


worth as much as half a bil­ 
lion dollars behind the cur­ 


rent economic dark clouds, 


according to a coin dealer. 
James A. Mulgrew, presi­ 
dent of the American Coin 
Exchange, admits to being “ a 
little startled at the growth” 
of trading in silver coins of 
the United States, coins con­ 
taining real silver. 
These were the coins min­ 
ted before 1964, now available 
in bagsfiil witb a face value 
of .$1,000 and purchased by in­ 
vestors as a hedge against de- 


valuation or monetary col­ 
lapse. 
Mulgrew estimates a quar­ 
ter-billion dollars 
worth of 
coins were traded last year. 
This year, he said at his Be­ 
verly Hills office, the total 
easily could reach half a bil­ 
lion dollars. 
“ And if the trend contin­ 
ues— and we don’t see it 
slowing— we’ll be looking at 
about two-thirds of a billion 


dollars 
in coin sales 
next 


year.” 
The idea of investing 
in 


bags of silver coins began in 
C a I i f 0 r n i a but since has 


spread nationwide and be­ 
come 
a 
trickle 
in 
inter­ 
national trading as well, ac­ 
cording to Mulgrew. 
Mulgrew’s 
exchange 
was 
one of the first and now has 
offices in Atlanta, Miami and 
Cleveland in addition to the 
trading floor at his headquar­ 
ters. 
Though the face value of 
the coins in a bag is a thou­ 
sand 
dollars—and the 
bag 


therefore will never be worth 
less than this—the silver con­ 


tent makes it considemWy 


more valuable. A bag of rains 


contains about 55 pounds of 


real silver. 
“ Silver has tracked gold in 
rising value in recent years 


and today the bags trade for 
around $2,000 each depending 


u p o n 
market 
conditions,” 
Mulgrew said. His exchange 
makes a price “ fixing” for a 
bag twice daily. 


Many customers buy 
on 
margin, putting up only part 
of the purchase price and 
leaving their bags on storage 
at the exchange. 
The exchange recently an­ 
nounced it also would offer 
silver bullion but Mulgrew 
feels this is not as good an 
investment as the coins be­ 
cause you can always use the 
coins as a buying measure. 
In addition to the silver 


coins, the exchange also sells 
gold coins to collectors includ­ 


ing the Double Eagle U.S. $20 
gold piece and coins of Me­ 


xico, Russia. Peru and the 


United Kingdom.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI) 
— Senior citizens 
in 
San 
Diego are trading their ta­ 
lents, both to keep active and 
to hold down the cost of liv­ 
ing. 
The system, coordinated by 
the city’s human resources 
department, 
is 
called 
the 
“ Help Bank.” A senior citizen 
in need of someone with a 
special skill contacts the de­ 
partment, and in place of 
paying, offers his own skill to 
help someone else. 
“ With its heavy retirement 
population, San Diego is in 
great need of a service like 
this,” said Alan Kaplan, a so­ 
cial services graduate of San 
Diego State University who 
started 
the 
program 
last 
year. 


“ Many elderly people on 
fixed income just need a little 
help to get them over an ill­ 
ness and can’t afford the $30 
a day for professional help. I, 
a retired nurse, may need 
help with some quilting.” 
About 40 different skills are 
now offered through the Help 
Bank. 
Another example is retired 
furniture mover Kenneth Bar­ 
field, 71. Until a. year ago he 
was still active in his trade, 
but he decided to retire and 
was in good condition finan­ 
cially. 
Nevertheless, 
when 
Mrs. 
Pat Moffitt called for garden­ 
ing help he responded. She, in 
turn, will help someone else, 
and that’s fine with Barfield 
and his wife. 
“ We don’t need any help 


ourselves,” 
Mrs. 
Barfield 
said. “ But we like to do for 
others who need it.” 
Usually a person will ex­ 
change his services for those 
of another, such as household 
repairs for typing, or bridge 
lessons for bookkeeping. 
Mrs. Elizabeth D’Aura, des­ 
pite her 71 years, is another 
volunteer expecting nothing in 
return. 
“ It seems like a good way 
to help and to meet congenial 
people,” she said, “ so I sig­ 
ned up to give help with 
transportation and to read to 
people.” 
Because of legal problems, 
coordination of the program 
has been tightened, taking 
away some of the personaliza­ 
tion. Mrs. Evelyn Herrmann, 
chief of senior citizens assis­ 


tance section o f the Human 
Resources Department, said 
they now have to recommend 
three or four qualified per­ 
sons for exchanges instead of 
just one as in the past. 
“ This limits the city’s lia­ 
bility,” she said. 
After a year and a half the 
program’s 
success 
is 
still 
debatable. For the most part, 
when a person gets the job 
done, that’s it. New people 
and new problems are needed 
constantly for an ongoing ef­ 
fort. 
K a p l a n started at San 
Diego State and involved the 
students as well as senior citi­ 
zens and sees no reason it 
should stop there. 
“ We could go through the 
whole community with a huge 
let’s help each other pro­ 


g ra m,” he sa id. 
“ Lo ts 
o f 
students 
need 
so me ty ping do ne, a nd ma ny 
retired secreta ries need their 
screen do o r fix ed. There a re 
ma ny senio r citizens who a re 
na tiv es o f fo reig n co untries 
a nd ca n rea lly help a student 
in a fo reig n la ng ua g e in re­ 
turn 
fo r 
a 
few 
sho pping 
trips.” 
Friendship, usefulness and 
a job done with no money in­ 
volved are the ingredients.

welfare rolls 


HONOLULU (U PI) - Wel­ 
fare recip ien ts in Hawaii are 
d isp ro v in g th e id ea th at all 
p erso n s on welfare are lazy 
freelo ad ers. 
H u n d r e d s of volunteers 
from the state welfare rolls 
have answered a plea for help 
from the Hawaiian Depart­ 
ment of Social Services and 
Housing (DSSH) through its 
public welfare division. 
Though welfare costs have 
risen more than seven times 
in the past 10 years, from 
$12.2 million a year to $102.6 
million, the DSSH has come 
up with a program to expand 
services, 
save 
money 
and 
help clients escape from wel­ 
fare dependency. 
And it is assistance from 
persons on 
welfare 
that’s 
making it possible. They are 
people who responded to a 
flyer from Elaine Tamshiro, 
volunteer services program 
administrator for the DSSH’s 
W e l f a r e Division, enclosed 
with mailed food stamp certi­ 
fication cards. 
“ The flyer 
told 
welfare 
clients that if they found time 
hanging heavy and would like 
to get involved in something, 
the DSSH needed them,” Mrs. 
Tamashior said.

We always had some 
clients helping the denart- 
ment on a voluntary basis,” 
she said, “ but the program 
didn’t really snowball until 
those 
flyers

CHICAGO (U PI) - Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Earl Butz has 
assured farmers the Nixon 
administration is doing every­ 
thing possible to make sure 
that no farmer runs out of 
fuel for his tractor and other 
agriculture implements. 
“ We’re doing our best to 
see that farmers have enough i 
fuel to plant and harvest j 
without 
interruption,” 
Butz ■ 
told a news conference re- 
cently before addressing a 
luncheon audience at the Na­ 
tion 4-H Congress. 
Butz said the nation’s far­ 
mers have been assigned a 
top priority, coming imme­ 
diately after the first two 
priorities of “ fuel needed to 
manufacture fuel” and fuel 
for public transportation. 
He said that during last 
summer’s gasoline shortage, 
his department heard of only 
one man who was unable to 
get fuel for his farm equip­ 
ment. 
“ That was a man in Iowa, 
and when we sent a man 
down there to talk to his sup­ 
plier, we found out it was be­ 
cause he didn’t pay his bill 
for last year’s gas,” Butz 
said. 
Butz praised most farmers

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farmer needs raft for 
work in flooded fields 


BUENOS AIRES (U PI) - 
Timothy Mulcahy watched his 
ranch foreman float by on a 
sail-equipped raft over what 
used to be his pastureland 
and reminisced about 
last 
winter’s flood that looks like 
it will never go away. 
“ We lost 50 per cent of our 
crop;” said the 31-year-old 
rancher, “ and it cost four 
times as much as normal to 
harvest what was left.” 
R u e ñ o s Aires Province, 
which by itself is larger than 
Italy, was hit during the 
southern hemisphere winter 
with more thcfh 60 inches of 
rainfall, most of it in two 
months. The average annual 
rainfall is 30 inches. The land 
is flat and the water has now­ 
here to go. Six months later it 
is still there. 
Increasing Mulcahy’s har­ 
vesting expense was the need 
to buy a huge four-wheel 
d r i v e tractor that could 
m a n e u v e r on the muddy 
ground that was not fully 
flooded. 


He also bought 1,100 pigs to 
eat the com that the tractors 
couldn’t get and that would 
have gone to waste. 
“ We couldn’t sell 
it 
as 
grain,” said Mulcahy’s wife 
Marianne, a native of Cor­ 
nwall, England, “ so we sold it 
in the stomachs of pigs.” 
Had to sell 
Mulcahy, his father, and his 
two brothers who run the 
farm that has been in the 
family since 1865, were forced 
to sell more than 10 per cent 
of the 5.600 acre spread. 
But they could not offer for 
sale the acreage remaining 
under water. 
“ It may take as much as 
four or five years tor the wa­ 
ter to drain,” Mulcahy said, 
“ since it is already at the wa­ 
ter table (or level of the un­ 
derground water).” 
A British economic writer 
said “ it is as if there were a 
long constant rainfall in Hol­ 
land. Holland would disap­ 
pear.” 
At its height in May the 


flood covered somewhere be­ 
tween 2.4 million and 5 mil­ 
lion acres, or an area that 
would cover much of Holland. 
It is perhaps a measure of 
the size of Argentina’s fertile 
farmland 
that despite 
the 
floods there were no wheat or 
com 
shortages. 
But 
some 
government miscalculation of 
the size of the pending crop, 
and some advance sales of 
what that was later flooded 
caused the country to import 
some grain at the end of the 
season. 
Mulcahy found one silver 
lining in the storm clouds that 
inundated his land. He dis­ 
covered a family of black 
neck swans, a breed which he 
said was nearing extinction, 
apparently thriving on the 
flooded conditions near his 
home. 
He raised them from a few 
weeks of age, and a few 
weeks ago brought them to 
his pastureland which is a 
lovely place for swans who 
like floods.

State's geologic dangers 
outlined in unique study

Devastating earthquakes from 
San Francisco to Los Angeles, 
lava spewing volcanoes in the 
north and tidal waves the 
length of the coast could lay 
waste to populous California 
at any time. 
In fact, those three poten­ 
tial dangers and the seven 
others making up the Golden 
State’s top 10 geological ha­ 
zards. could cause a stagger­ 
ing $55 billion damage be­ 
tween 1970 and the year 2000, 
according to official state es­ 
timates. 
P l a g u e d historically by 
such deadly events, the state 
isn’t waiting for another dis­ 
aster— such as the 1971 San 
Fernando earthquake—before 
taking action. 
The California Division of 
Mines and Geology has pre- 
p a r e d 
a 
comprehensive, 
112-page report, titled Urban 
Geology Master Plan for Cali­ 
fornia, estimating the losses 
from the 10 hazards—and giv­ 
ing detailed action to take to 
reduce them. 
The 
report, 
which 
took 
three years to prepare, is de­ 
signed to help state and local 
agencies plan for safe and or­ 
derly growth in relation to 
geological hazards. 
“ It’s the first report of its 
kind made anywhere by any­ 
one,” said State 
Geologist 
Wesley G. Bruer. 
“ Our main thrust was to 
examine the nature of these 
hazards, their magnitude and 
to try to come up with some 
thoughts on how they can be 
reduced,” he said. 
Although the report details 
catastrophic life and moneta­ 


ry losses which can be ex­ 
pected from 1970 to the year 
2000, Bruer said, “ We think 
it’s a matter-of-fact report 
and in most respects a con­ 
servative report.” But he ad­ 
mitted the final figures “ sort 
of alarmed us.” 
An example of such figures 
are those listed for earth­ 
quakes. According to the re­ 
port, quakes during 1970-2000 
could kill more than 50,000 
persons, injure tens of thou­ 
sands of others and cause an 
estimated $21 million damage 
in California. 
But the report also states 
that if its recommendations 
are followed, quake life loss 
could be reduced by 90 per 
cent and dollar damage cut 
by 50 per cent. 
The recommendations, cos­ 
ting an estimated $2 billion, 
include better quake predic­ 
tion and vigorous enforcement 
of improved building codes, 
such as the tearing down of 
old buildings. 
“ The most important thing 
is that as well as being in the 
interest of public safety and 
protection of property from 
damage, the geological loss 
r e d u c t i o n measures also 
make very good economic 
sense— they’re good 
busi­ 
ness,” Bruer said. 
At a cost of $6 billion, 
Bruer said, the state could re­ 
duce the $55 billion damage 
total by 69 per cent. The ove­ 
rall recommendations include, 
in addition to improved build­ 
ing codes, strict land use zon- 
i n g , sophisticated warning 
systems for volcanoes, lands­ 
lides and tsunamis and the 
addition of geologists to the 
staffs of all state and local 


growth planning agencies. 
Other hazards and potential 
damage listed by the report 
included: mineral resources 
loss due to urbanization $17 
billion; landslides $9.9 billion; 
flooding $6.5 billion; erosion 
$600 million; expansive soil 
(shrinking and swelling) $150 
million; 
Fault displacement 
$76 million; volcanic eruption 
(most probably in the Mt. 
Shasta-Mt. Lassen area) $49 
million; tsunami $41 million, 
and soil subsidence $26 mil­ 
lion. 
Thomas E. Gay, a senior 
state geologist and one of 
three authors of the report, 
said that although it drama­ 
tized loss figures, it was not 
intended to be a “ scare re­ 
port.” 
But he continued, “ It’s an 
expression of the seriousness 
of the problem. There are 
things that should be done 
and we should get to them.” 
State and local agencies, he 
added, should plan ahead and 
“ not wait to be reminded by 
earthquakes or flooding dis­ 
asters.” 
The master plan, according 
to Bruer, will be a “working 
d o c u m e n t . We will con­ 
tinuously review not only its 
contents but also we’re going 
to attempt to monitor the new 
measures or increased level 
in reduction measures taken 
in the state to see how much 
g r o u n d we’re gaining, if 
any.” 
But he added, “ We don’t 
have any legal clout to go tell 
people to do this or else. 
What we tried to say is if you 
do these things you’ll prevent 
a great deal of loss and pain 
in the future.” 


Pewter is no passing fancy 


“ Everyone needs one ex­ 
travagance.” 
With this statement Burton 
Pell reveals the philosophy 
which has built this fine col­ 
lection of pewter. 
Pewter, with its satin-like 
soft-to-touch surface, has been 
known to craftsmen for at 
least 4,000 years. If you like 
pewter, you will probably say 
* it has a mellow, rich appear­ 
ance. If you don’t like pewter 
you will probably think it is a 
dull imitation of silver. 
Pell said he is “ hooked on 
pewter” and has a collection 
of antique objects fairly rep­ 
resentative of English, Euro­ 
pean and American crafts­ 
manship. 
Pewter is a very workable 
alloy, composed of tin and 
copper with lead and antimo- 
’ ny or bismuth added. Gener­ 
ally, the higher the lead con­ 
tent tne cheaper the grade of 
pewter. 
Because it is so workable 
very little early pewter is to 
be found. Usually broken or 
damaged pieces were taken 
to the pewterer and traded 
lor new. The old pewter was 
then melted down and re­ 
worked. 
This is particularly true of 
the Colon* al American pieces 
w h i c h resembled English 
pewter in style. 
“ Most of our early pewte- 
rers were of English or Dutch 
descent,” Pell said, explain­ 
ing the similarity of design. 
However, he added that it is 
easy to distinguish the Ameri- 


can pieces because they lack 
the luster that English pewter 
possesses. The 
more often 
pewter was reused the more 
impure it became. 
Pell likes to talk about the 
individual pieces in his collec­ 
tion although a large share of 
his pewter was acquired by 
purchasing a “ collection gath- 
red by someone of great 
taste,” he explained. 
An interior designer, Pell 
travels extensively and has 
garnered some very fine piec­ 
es 
of 
Continental 
pewter. 
“ Continental 
is 
a

Inscribed on the rim of the 
face is, “ Body, south side, be­ 
gin at east end,” denoting 
how and where the offering 
was to be taken. 
The second plate has the

1804,” on the 
face. It is his first piece of 
Scottish origin.

Predictions that 1974 and 
1975 will be as good or better 
came from the five com­ 
panies making most of the 
equipment: 
Westinghouse 
Electric Corp. and General 
Electric Co., which 
make 
both electric generators and 
n u c l e a r steam generators. 
C o m b u s t i o n Engineering 
Corp. of Stamford, Conn., and 
Babcock 
Wilcox, Inc., of 
New York, which build nucl­ 
ear reactors and both nucl- 
ear-fired and oil or coal fired 
steam boilers; and Gulf Gen­ 
eral Atomics of San Diego, a 
nuclear specialty firm. 
In addition to the booming 
sales of reactors, steam boi­ 
lers and turbine generators, 
the sale of nuclear fuel picked 
up so sharply this year it was 
predicted a current surplus of 
enriched uranium may turn 
into a shortage before the de­ 
cade ends. 
The opposition to expansion 
of nuclear energy only eased, j 
it did not collapse. For ex- i 
ample. Crusader Ralph Nader | 
and a Boston group called the ¡ 
Union of Concerned Scientists 
severely condemned an ap­ 
peal by President Nixon for 
an increase in nuclear power. 
Nader called any step-up in 
nuclear production “ utter fol­ 
ly,” saying the inherent dang­ 
ers in all nuclear processes 
have not been overcome. He 
went so far as to predict that 
within five years America 
will call a complete halt to 
expansion of nuclear power 
output. 
But the blast of Nader and 
the Concerned Scientists drew 
vigorous and rebuking replies 
from 
the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission, the Atomic In­ 
dustry Forum and companies 
in the industry. They said Na­ 
der and the scientists based 
their 
attacks 'on 
outdated 
data. 
Sales volumes for the year 
of the individual companies 
making nuclear power equip­ 
ment are interesting. 
Combustion Engineering did 
so well, both in selling nucl­ 
ear steam plans and steam 
boilers for power plants to be 
fired by coal and oil, that this 
company’s stock rose from 
around $50 a share to around 
$94 during a year that has 
seen huge stock market los­ 
ses. 
Combuston Engineering lan­ 
ded $565 million in orders this 
year for nuclear 
powered 
steam boilers. It also sold 
$100 million of reactor vessels 
to its competitor, 
West­ 
inghouse, and had $6 million 
in nuclear fuel sales. The 
company also racked up sev­ 
eral hundred million dollars 
in sales of oil and coal fired 
boilers. 
Its orders for new nuclear 
plants included: Duke Power 
Co., six 1,300 megawatt units, 
$260 million; Arizona Nuclear 
Power Project, three 1,300 
megawatt units, $200 million, 
Washington 
Public 
Power 
Supply 
System, 
Richmond, 
Wash., a 1,250 megawatt unit, 
$55 million; and Gulf States 
Utilities, Beaumont, Tex., a 
950 megawatt unit, $50 mil­ 
lion. 
Babcock Wilcox CE’s big 
competitor, has obtained or­ 
ders so far this year for nucl 
ear 
plants 
totaling 
41,000 
megawatts, about the same 
as its 1972 business in this 


field. 
The co mpa ny wo uld no t 
identify custo mei* o r iltes. 
“ The custo mers ha v e no t g i­ 
ven us the sites in mo st ca ses 
beca use finding a site a nd 
getting lo ca l permissio n to 
build the pla nt is the to ug hest 
part o f a nuclea r po wer pro -, 
gram,” BW sa id. 
But the co mpa ny sa id it ha s 
firm o rders o n six nuclea r 
fired stea m g enera to rs a t 
a 
total price with fuel o f a bo ut 
$300 millio n. BW sa id, ” The 
only thing ho lding ba ck fa st 
expansion o f nuclea r po wer is 
the slowness o f the AEC a nd 
r e g u l a t o r y authorities in 
granting the iweded approv­ 
als.” 
Westinghouse and General 
Electric did more new busi­ 
ness in nuclear reactors and 
boilers this year than Com­ 
bustion Engineering and Bab­ 
cock & Wilcox but did not 
reveal as many details. In ad- 
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dltion, these companies sell 
the electric generators to go 
with some of their comi^ti- 
tors’ nuclear steam plants. 
Westinghouse said it bad re­ 
ceived 20 firm and letter of 
intent orders so far this year 
for new nuclear reactors tota­ 
ling around $915 million— not 
counting nuclear fuel. 
Firm orders are for two 
units in Maryland, two in 
Wisconsin,

for 
Union 
Electric of St. Louis, two for 
Northern States Power in 
Minneapolis, one for Roches­ 
ter Gas & Electric in New

and a $200 million order for a 
615,000 kilowatt station in Yu­ 
goslavia. 
Westinghouse’s letter of in­

Westinghouse), two units for 
Middle South Utilities of New 
Orleans and two for Jackson­ 
ville Electric in Florida.

Before you buy a house, 
learn real estate ¡argon

NEW YORK (UPI) — It 
helps to know the jargon whe- 
tfter you’re following a base­ 
ball *game, reading a stock 
market report or buying a 
house. 
Even though homebuying 
generally is the major pur­ 
chase of a lifetime for most 
families, too few understand 
the terminology that crops up 
ic discussions with brokers 
and bankers. 
“ Even if you have an attor­ 
ney at your side through the 
whole deal, you’re likely to 
leel the need of a dunce cap 
•unless you take time out to 
iamiliarize yourself with the 
terms and 
procedures 
in­ 
volved in buying a home,” 
says Robert G. Walters, vice 
president and general mana­ 
ger of the residential sales di­ 
vision of Baird & Warner, 
Inc., a Chicago-based real es- 
, Ute company. 
He 
offers 
the 
following 
roundup of the most common 
terms and an explanation ot 
procedures involved in a real 
estate sale: 
AMORTIZATION: This is a 
provision for gradually pa> ing 
off the principal amount of a 
loan, such as a mortgage 
loan, at the time of each pay­ 
ment of interest. Tor ex­ 
ample, as e a c h payment to­ 
ward principal is made, the 
mortgage amount is reduced 
* or amortized by that amount. 
BINDER OR OFFER TO 
PURCHASE: A receipt for 
money paid to secure the 
right to purchase real estate 
upon agreed terms. An offer 
or a binder will be considered 
a contract when signed by 
buyer and seller. 
CLOSING COSTS: Often re­ 
ferred to as settlement costs, 
these costs are in addition to 
the price of the house. They 
include the mortgage service 
charges, title search, and in­ 
surance, and transfer of own­ 
ership charges. Walters cau­ 
tions: “ Be sure your sales 
contract clearly states who 
will pay each of these costs 
— buyer or seller.” 
’ 
CONDOMINIUM: 
Terms 
provide for individual own­ 
ership of a dwelling unit and 
an undivided interest in the 
common areas and facilities 
which serve the multi-unit 
project. 
COOPERATIVE 
OR 
CO­ 
OP: This form of ownership 
-often is confused with a con­ 
dominium, but there is a de­ 
cided difference. The co-op is 
an apartment building or a 
group of dwellings owned by 
residents and operated for 
their benefit by their elected 
board of directors. The resi­ 
dent occupies but does not 
own his unit. Rather, he owns 
a stock in the total enterprise. 
EARNEST MONEY: This is 
the deposit money given to 
the seller or real estate bro­ 
ker by the potential buyer to 
show that he is serious about 
buying the house. If the deal 
goes through, the earnest mo­ 
ney is applied against the 
downpayment. “ But if the 
oeai does not go through, ’ 
Walters warns, “ the money 
may be forfeited unless spe­ 
cifics have been spelled out in 
the ‘Offer to Purchase’ con­ 
tract. There are contingencies 
under which the earnest mo­ 
ney can be returned to the 
potential buyer if the sale 
fails. Such contingencies could 
be the refusal of a mortgage 
to the buyer or a defect in the 
title. 
EASEMENT R 1 G H T E: A j 
right of way granted to a per­ 
son or company authorizing 
j 
access to or over the owners’ 1 
land. Utility companies (elec­ 
tric, natural gas, telephone, 
water) often have easement 
rights across your property. 
EQUITY: A buyers initial 
and increasing 
ownership 
rights in a house as he pays 
off the mortgage. When the 
mortgage is fully paid off the 
buyer has 100 per cent equity 
in the house. 
ESCROW FUNDS: Money, 
or papers representing finan­ 
cial transactions, which are 
given to a third party (usual­ 
ly a realtor or lawyer) to 
hold until all conditions in a 
contract are fulfilled. 
FHA APPROVAL: This is a 
misnomer. “ There is no such 
thing as an FHA approved 
house,” Walters points out. 
“ If a builder advertises ‘FHA 
approval’ he is misleading 
you at worst and, at best, 
badly stating his belief that 
hi6 houie will meet the stan­ 


dards for an FHA insured 
mortgage.” 
HAZARD INSURANCE: In­ 
surance to protect against 
damage caused to property 
by fire, windstorm and other 
common hazards. Aside from 
i t s 
importance 
to 
home­ 
owners, such insurance al­ 
ways is a stipulation by the 
mortgagee (lender) to protect 
his investment. 
HOME MORTGAGE LOAN: 
A special kind of long term 
loan for buying a 
house. 
There are three main kinds ot 
mortgage financing in 
the 
United States for single-fami­ 
ly homes, townhomes, or con- 
d o m i n i u m s — the con­ 
ventional mortgage: the \ A 
(Veterans A d m i n istration). 
sometimes 
called 
the 
GI 
m o r t g a g e : and the FHA 
(Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion) insured loan. 
M O R T G A G E COMMIT­ 
MENT: This is the written 
notice which you will receive 
from the savings and loan as­ 
sociation. bank, or other len­ 
der, saying it will advance 
you the mortgage funds in a 
specified amount to enable 
you to buy the house. 
MORTGAGE 
DISCOUNT 
‘ ‘ P O I N T S ” 
: 
Discounts 
(points) 
are 
a 
one - time 
charge assessed by a lending 
institution to 
increase 
the 
yield from the mortgage loan 
to a competitive position with 
the yield from other types of 
investments. “ It is important 
to note here,” Walters says, 
“ that such points always are 
paid by the seller at the time 
of closing.” 
Discounts 
are 
generally involved with FHA 
and VA mortgages. 
MORTGAGE 
INSURANCE 
PREMIUM: 
The 
payment 
made by a borrower to the 
l e n d e r for transmittal to 
HUD-FHA to help defray the 
cost of the FHA mortgage in­ 
surance program and to pro­ 
vide a reserve fund to protect 
lenders against loss in insur­ 
ed mortgage transactions. In 
the case of an FHA insured 
mortgage this represents an 
annual rate of one-half of one 
per cent paid by the mortga­ 
gor (borrower) on a monthly 
basis to FHA. 
MORTGAGOR: The home­ 
owner who is obligated to re­ 
pay a mortgage loan on a 
property he has purchased. 
MORTGAGEE: The bank, 
savings and loan association, 
or other lender who loans the 
money to the mortgagor. 
SPECIAL ASSESSMENT: A 
tax for a specific purpose 
s uc h as providing paved 
streets or new sewers. Own­ 
ers whose properties abut the 
improved streets or tie into 
the new sewer system must 
pay the tax 


TITLE INSURANCE: Spe­ 
cial insurance which usually 
protects buyers and lenders 
against loss of their interest 
in property because of unfor- 
seen occurrences that might 
be traced to legal flaws in 
previous ownership. Likewise, 
a homeowner can protect his 
interest by purchasing sepa­ 
rate coverage. 
TITLE SEARCH OR EX ­ 
AMINATION: 
Research 
of 
title records generally at the 
local courthouse, to guarantee 
that you are buying the house 
from its legal owner and that 
there are no liens, overdue.

A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE' 


Telly Savalas believes that an actor has the right to his opinion. 
This attitude and Savalas’ willingness to exercise his rights hinges 
Kojak as much on the solid craftsm anship of its star as it does on 
the skill of the creative personnel behind the series. 
"Kojak is everything I hoped for,” he says, "and the acting is a 
full-time occupation. But if there’s something which feels wrong 
or synthetic in a script we make changes on the spot. I feel that 
an actor should be able to voice his feelings about character, dia­ 
logue and story. Otherwise his validity suffers.” 
Long a television holdout, Savalas took on the title role in 
Kojak after the success of "The M arcus-Nelson M urders,” the 
special three-hour movie for television which introduced the tough 
and compassionate, brutal and gentle detective. From it, Savalas 
won an Emmy award nomination and a host of new fans. Some­ 
thing not to be taken lightly by any actor. How well Savalas does 
under the ardors of weekly television is apparent on W ednesdays 
at 10PM on CBS. He, and the series, are doing just fine. 


Savalas* unusual background places him in a position well quali­ 
fied for an objective look at an actor’s place in today’s television 
scene. It was a freak circumstance which brought him into acting 
in the first place. Born Aristotle Savalas in G arden City, New York, 
he grew up in a large and lively family. His mother, Christine 
Savalas, is a leading American Painter and his late father is de­ 
scribed by Telly as “an extraordinary m an.” 
Headed toward Psychology, he interrupted his education at Holy 
Cross Institute in Connecticut to enlist in the army when W orld 
W ar II broke out. Following military service, he resumed his 
education at Columbia University, graduating with honors and a 
B. S. degree. Disillusioned with his initial entry into psychology, 
Savalas joined the Inform ation Services of the State Departm ent. 
After two years he was prom oted to executive director. Three years 
later he moved to ABC-TV as a senior director of news and special 
events. It was during this time that he created the "Y our Voice of 
Am erica” series which garnered both the Freedom and Peabody 
awards. 
His acting career began when he was unable to find for an agent 
an actor who could do a proper accent. He went himself to the 
audition on a whim and to his astonishment won^thc role of a 
European judge in an "Arm strong Circle T heatre.” That perfor­ 
mance led to three character roles on CBS’ “The W itness” series 
Lucky Luciano, Arnold Rothstein and A1 Capone. Burt Lancaster 
was so impressed with the Luciano portrayal that he signed Savalas 
for the role of a hardened criminal in "Birdman of Alcatraz,’ 
which won Savalas an Oscar for best supporting actor in 1962. 
A long list of memorable screen characterizations followed. N o­ 
tably as a homicidal religious fanatic in "The Dirty Dozen” and as 
Pontius Pilate in "The G reatest Story Ever Told,” and there were 
villainous roles in "Day of the Landgrabber, 
The Battle of the 
Bulge” and "Cape Fear,” among others. 
Although Savalas earned a reputation as the "Best of the bad­ 
dies,” he was usually the heavy until CBS-TV s ‘ M arcus-Nelson 
M urders.” Two days later he went to the race track and was lit­ 
erally mobbed. Savalas was used to a respectable amount of fan 
attention, but nothing like he’s been accorded through the powers 
of television. And he likes it. 
"You have to be crazy not to like applause.” he reasons. “The 
danger is not knowing what you will do with your life if it stops. 
For myself, I could always be a teacher." 
It’s doubtful if Savalas will ever get to teach, unless it’s a course 
on how to be a successful actor. Kojak will probably have a long 
and healthy life and Savalas will continue to revel in its environ­ 
ment. For him, the series is an experience far more personal than 
many actors can claim from their roles. His strong presence is a 
major factor of the series and his inherent drive as a perfectionist 
is apparent in helping the hour-long episodes stand way above the 
plethora of other police series now on the air. 
And behind the cameras are such other talents as Kojak creator 
Abby M ann, executive producer M atthew Rapf and producer 
James McAdams. The four make a form idable team. 
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Yes. It's possible. A few minutes a day and

“Pleasingly 
plump” girls, it was found, tend to be 
characterized by love of physical com­ 
fort (including food), enjoyment of so­ 
cializing w'ith others, and a deep need 


for affection and approval. The obese 
—or extremely overweight-women arc 
more likely to be troubled with inner 
conflicts, frustration and anxiety.

Sugar V Spice Cake: 
1 cup (2 sticks) butter or 
margarine 
2 cups sugar 
4 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ground ginger 
1 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
% teaspoon ground cloves 
2 teaspoons pure vanilla 
extract 
4 eggs 
3% cups unsifted all-purpose 
flour 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
14 teaspoon salt 
1 cup milk 
Seven Minute Frosting 
(recipe below) or 1 pkg. 
(7.2 ozs.) fluffy white frosting 
mix 
Thin red candy “shoe string” 
licorice, peppermint rounds, 
jelly candy slices and 
squares, multi-colored 
chocolate candies 


1. Preheat oven to 325° F. 
Grease and lightly flour two 
9x5x3 inch loaf pans. 
2. In a large mixing bowl with 
electric mixer at medium high 
speed beat butter and sugar to­ 
gether until light and fluffy. 
3. Add cinnamon, ginger, nut­ 
meg, cloves and vanilla extract; 
beat at low speed until blended. 
4. Add eggs, one at a time, beat­ 
ing well after each addition. 
5. Combine flour with baking 
powder and salt. At medium- 
low speed, add flour mixture 
and milk alternately, beginning 
and ending with flour. 
6. Pour batter into prepared 
loaf pans. Bake for about 1 hour 
and 20 minutes or until a cake 
tester inserted into center of the 
cake comes out clean. 
7. Cool in pans 5 minutes. Turn 
out onto wire racks and con­ 
tinue cooling. 
Makes 2 9-inch loaf cakes 


SEVEN-MINUTE 
FROSTING 


The Frosting: 
2 egg whites 
1 % cups sugar 
% cup water 
1 tablespoon corn syrup 
14 teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons pure vanilla 
extract 


1. In top of double-boiler com­ 
bine egg whites, sugar, water, 
corn syrup and salt. Blend with 
electric mixer at high speed for 
one minute. 
2. Place over rapidly boiling 
water and beat on high speed 
until 
mixture forms peaks, 
takes about 7 minutes. 
3. Remove from water. Add 
vanilla extract and beat until 
thick enough to spread, about 2 
minutes longer. 


Fills and frosts 2 8 or 9 inch 
layers or 13x9 inch cake or 2 
9-inch loaf cakes. 


To Assemble the House:

“Here I commenced to make 
butter and ship it to the White 
Sulphur Springs, W. Va. I also 
made potato chips, which was a 
novelty in those days. This we 
continued for several years. 
There our ten children were 
born. And there I left five little 
graves in that beautiful Shen­ 
andoah Valley. 
We came back up north to 
New York State Dec. 15, 1905, 
with our five children to educate 
and put on their looting. We 
bought a farm and went in to 
the dairy business selling milk 
and doing general farm work. 
Here my oldest daughter mar­ 
ried and lelt home. Here my 
two oldest sons bought a farm 
and struck out for themselves. 
And here, on Jan. 15, 1927. my 
husband died, my youngest son 
and wife taking over the farm, 
leaving me unoccupied. I had to 
do something, so took up doing 
pictures—first in worsted, then 
in oil.”

The autobiographical sketch 
you may have just finished read­ 
ing was written by Anna Mary 
Robertson Moses in 1945. It is 
an outline of the years up to her 
husband's death in 1927 —that 
is to say, the time preceding her 
career as a painter. 
The astonishing story of Anna 
Mary Robertson Moses's devel­ 
opment has aroused the interest 
of the American and the Euro­ 
pean public for more than three 
decades. As “Grandma Moses” 
she has become known all over 
the world. Wherever her pic­ 
tures were shown, they met with 
exceptional response - in the 
U.S., in Western Europe and in 
Russia. People everywhere have 
been impressed by her paint­ 
ings, which so vividly depict life 
in rural America, the changing 
seasons, the daily chores and 
pleasures of farm life, of which 
the artist was a part for close to 
a century. 


Although Anna Mary Moses 
started painting seriously only 
in her old age, one cannot set 
an exact date for the beginning 
of her artistic activities, be­ 
cause, almost without being 
aware of it, she had from early 
childhood on done painting and 
decorating in her home. 
“When I was quite small,” 
she once wrote, “ my father 
would get me and my brothers 
white paper by the sheet, like 
the kind used for newspapers. 
He liked to see us draw pictures. 
It was a penny a sheet and it 
lasted longer than candy. My 
older brother loved to draw 
steam engines, the next brother 
went in for animals, but as for 
myself 1 had to have pictures, 
and the gayer the better. I would 
draw the picture, then color it 
with grape juice or berries, any­ 
thing that was red and pretty in 
my way of thinking. 
But the inclination for paint­ 
ing, shared also by her father 
and other members of the fam­ 
ily, was always subordinated to 
the duties and obligations ol 


everyday life. Anna Mary did 
not have the leisure to develop 
her talent, either in her early 
youth, as a young housewife in 
Virginia, or after the family re­ 
turned to New York in 1905. 
But her artistic urge often ex­ 
pressed itself in a desire to 
decorate objects of daily use 
around the house. 
Two examples have been pre­ 
served: a fireboard and a table. 
She wrote about the fireboard: 
“ One time I was papering the 
parlor, and I ran short of paper 
for the fireboard. So I took a 
piece of paper and pasted it 
over the board, and I painted it 
a solid color first, then 1 painted 
two large trees on each side of 
it, like butternut trees. And in 
back I did a little scene of a lake 
and painted it a yellow color, 
really bright, as though you were 
looking off into the sun light. In 
the front, to fill in that space. 1 
brought in big bushes. I daubed 
it all on with the brush I painted 
the floor with. 
“ Finally we re-papered the 
parlor and papered over the pic­ 
ture. When we re-papered the 
room again a few years ago, we 
took the paper off the fireboard, 
but the colors had faded some­ 
what. That was my first large 
picture.” 
About the table, she wrote: “ 1 
have an old tip-up table, on 
which I paint. My aunt gave it 
to me 35 years ago. It was built 
for a log cabin— The table w'as 
made of pine planks, under the 
top between the standards there 
was a box in which they kept 
their pewter dishes. . . . "M y 
aunt sent it to me for a flower 
stand. 1 have painted scenes on 
the standards and covered the 
top with postal cards, and now 
use it for my easel." 
The painting on the fireboard 
is dated May 10, 191S, and 
those on the table were done 
about 1920. These first attempts 
already show a painterly tech­ 
nique rarely found in works of 
self-taught

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President discloses his financial worth 
Nixon is millionaire in 5Vi years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Seeking to 
refute allegations he profited illegally 
from his office, President Nixon Satur­ 
day 
issued 
a 
financial 
accounting 
showing his net -worth tripled over 5-i/2 
years, making him a millionaire. 
And he has paid a smaller percen­ 
tage of his income in federal taxes—7 
per cent—over that period than would 
a family of four with an income of $8,- 
000. That results chiefly from a huge 
writeoff tor contributing his vice presi­ 
dential papers to the National 
Ar­ 
chives. 
The accounting also showed he has 
paid no state income taxes since as­ 
suming oftice. 
Both the President and a team of tax 
attorneys asserted that all his trans­ 
actions were legal. 


But to eleminate any lingering public 
doubt, Nixon asked a joint committee 
of the Democratic-controlled Congress 
to examine the transactions and vouch 
lor their legitimacy. 


“ I will abide by the committee's 
judgment,” Nixon said. 


If the committee rules against him 
on the gift of his papers, and disallows 
an opinion by his attorneys that he 
does not have to pay taxes on the sale 
of some California 
property, 
Nixon 
could be liable tor more than $300,000 
in back taxes and interest. 
And, although the statute of limit­ 
ations has run out on his 1969 deduc­ 
tions and he could not be requred to 
pay for that year, his 
spokesman, 
press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler, said 


Nixon would do so anyway if the deci­ 
sion went against him. 


The documentation, thick as a Rus­ 
sian novel, took a staff of a dozen at­ 
torneys and accountants more than 
three weeks to assemble. Nixon called 
it the most complete accounting of per­ 
sonal finances ever provided by a 
president. 


It represented a major effort to re­ 
fute widespread charges of personal 
wrongdoing that have crept into public 
print. A White House spokesman said 
the documentation will be followed by 
other sim ilar “white papers” dealing 
with Watergate and related m atters. 
The documents, authenticated by an 
exhaustive $25,000 audit conducted at 
Nixon’s expense by the New York firm 


of Coopers Lybrand, showed that on 
Ian. 1, 1969—three weeks before he be­ 
came 
president—Nixon 
was 
worth 
$307,141. 
As of May 31 his net worth was $988,- 
522 and by now, his accountants said, 
he is a millionaire. 
To do this on an annual salary of 
$200.000 plus $50,000 in expenses, the 
documents showed the President: 
—Completed some enormously suc­ 
cessful real estate deals. 
—Borrowed heavily from friends, but 
paid them the going interest rate. 
—Chiefly through a controversial de­ 
duction of $570,000 for donating his vice 
presidential papers to the country, m a­ 
naged to pay federal taxes at a rate of 
7 per cent of his adjusted gross in­ 


come. 
He paid 
$72,682.09 
for 1969, 
$792.81 for 1970, $878.03 for 1971 and 
$4,298.17 for 1972. 
—Paid no California state income 
taxes, although he has been a resident 
for voting purposes there since the 
spring of 1969. 
—Entertained 
frugally 
and 
spent 
little more than half the $200.000 ex­ 
pense allowance he received during the 
first four years in office. The unspent 
expenses became personal income. 
Over the four-year period, 
Nixon 
paid approximately 7 per cent of his 
adjusted gross income in federal taxes. 
According to current tax tables, this is 
the same rate paid by a family of four 
eam ir g $8,000 per year and taking the 
standard deductions. 
Kenneth W. Gemmill, a form er coun­ 


sel of the International Revenue Service 
during the Eisenhower administration 
and now a Philadelphia tax lawyer 
who donated his tim e to head the 
research into Nixon’s finances, said he 
was “ satisfied 100 per cent” that aH 
was above-board. 


“To the open-minded, the papers and 
documents provided today, the facts 
they contain and the figures they reve­ 
al will lay to rest such false rumors as 
that campaign contributions were con­ 
verted to my personal use. that cam ­ 
paign funds were used in the purchase 
of my home in San Clemente, that I 
sheltered the income on which my 
daughter, 
Tricia, 
should have paid 
taxes, and that $10 million in federal

NATO CONFERENCE 
Another house 
call for healer, 
Dr. Kissinger 


BRUSSELS (UP!) - U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger arrived in 
Brussels Saturday for the start of a 
tw'O-week, 11-nation tour to smooth rela­ 
tions with NATO allies and secure a 
negotiated peace in the Middle East. 


Kissinger’s plane landed in Brussels 
at 4:10 p.m. EST. At the airport Kissi­ 
nger said the NATO alliance, while 
“ not without stress, remains the corner 
stone of American foreign policy.” 


The Secretary started his trip just 
hours after Egypt’s Deputy Prem ier 
announced in Cairo that Eygpt would 
attend the Arab-Israeli peace 
talks 
Dec. 18 in Geneva. 


Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield volunteered unusually warm 
praise for Kissinger’s success in nego- 
tiating with the Arabs and Israelis. 


“ Secretary of State Kissinger has 
done a superb job in getting them to­ 
gether,” he said. “ He’s had to walk A 
tightrope between the two sides.” 


Mansfield said arranging the face-to- 
face 
meeting 
at 
Geneva 
was 
“ a 
markable achievement.” 


“ If anybody can bring about a solu­ 
tion to the problem it is Henry Kissi­ 
nger, who under the most difficult cir- 
cumstances has performed rem arkab­ 
ly,” Mansfield said. “ 1 think he’s the 
right man at the right place at the 
right tim e.” 


With last-minute assurances that Eg­ 
ypt would sit down at the negotiating 
table with Israel, Kissinger can be ex­ 
pected to concentrate on the other ma­ 
jor goals of his trip: to salvage the U. 
S. alliance with its NATO allies and 
convince the Arab States to end heir 
crippling embargo of oil shipments to 
the United States.

think the overload of electric circuits 
with Christmas tree lights in recent 
years was “ perversion of Christmas 


spirit.” 
That’s why he sees in the energy 
crisis in America ‘‘added incentive for 
a nationwide return to Christmas trees 
that are more in keeping with tradi­ 
tion.” 
The “ Christmas tree king” is Rick 
Kirk, of G.R. 
Kirk 
Co., 
Puyallup, 
Wash., the nation’s largest provider of 


freshly cut evergreens. 
The m atter of the power shortage 
came up in the middle of “ Operation 
Christmas Tree” involving the shipping 
of Kirk’s trees to various m aikets. A 
large part of that is handled by Burlin­ 
gton Northern Railroad, which uses 180 
to 2U0 box cars just for Kirk and a few 
other, smaller, operators, 
Kirk’s firm this year is wholesaling 
almost 1.5 million cut trees, taken 
from forests of Quebec, Nova Scotia, 
Wisconsin, British Columbia, Montana 
and Washington. 


Distribution is made to independent 
dealers throughout the United States 
by rail, truck and even by air in spe­ 
cial circumstances. Getting trees to 
m arket In prime condition is the tree 
king’s big concern in the six to eight 
weeks before Christmas. 
Power-consuming electric lights, he 
noted in discussing the m atter with 
Lane Downey, Burlington’s area sales 
m anager who is coordinating the ship­ 
ment of the trees, were successors to 
lighted candles on Christmas trees. 
“ I’m in no way suggesting we go 


back to candles, because they were not 
sate,” said Kirk in offering ways of 
decorating with bright, natural things 
such as popcorn strings, apples and 
other fruit and small decorative wrap­ 
ped gifts. 
—Flocked trees with bright baubles 
of a single color—they stand out day or 
night. Today’s flocking methods also 
are fireproof. 
—A well-snaped green tree, dressed 
in streaming red, gold or silver gar­ 
lands, with just a sprinkling of match­ 
ing or contrasting baubles is equally 


esthetic, and without lights the tree 
lasts longer, suffers less abuse at the 
decorator’s hand and is safer than 
those 
strung 
with 
power-consuming 
electric lights. 
—For those who insist on electric 
displays, just a few low-watt twinklers 
strategically placed can retain the es­ 
thetic simplicity of the ideas mentioned 
and still cut power use sharply. 
Family fun and true unity in the 
Christmas spirit await those who like 
the most expressive tree of all—one 
with homemade, handcrafted decora­ 


tions, colorful paper cut-outs, glue-and* 
sparkle cards, cones and balls, multi­ 


colored ribbon bows, cranberry gar­ 


lands and maybe even • nice while 
bone for the family dog.

Abandon protest, Teamster chief tells truckers after Nixon meet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Teamsters 
President Frank E. Fitzsimmons con­ 
cluded a meeting with President Nixon 
Saturday by asking the nation’s tru­ 
ckers to abandon their protest of fuel 
shortages. But a dissident group of dri­ 
vers promised to press ahead with 
plans for a two-day work stoppage. 
Fitzsimmons, Nixon’s strongest ally 
in the labor movement leadership, met 
with the President for 50 minutes in 
the Oval Office and then conferred for 
about one hour, 45 minutes with chief 
energy official William E. Simon. 
He said the discussions hinged on the 
truckers’ request that highway speed 
limits, which have been reduced to 
save fuel, be restored to 60 m.p.h. and 
that strict controls be placed on the 
rising cost of gasoline and diesel fuel. 
He added he was confident the Presi­ 
dent would give “due consideration” to 
the truckers’ needs. 
“ I urge truck drivers everywhere to 
exercise patience and dicipline while 
the issue is being resolved,’’ Fitzsim­ 
mons told reporters after the White 
House session. “ I do not condone blo­ 
ckages or nation-wide strikes." 
Mike Parkhurst, editor of an in­ 
d u s t r y 
publication, 
“ Overdrive,” 
/neanwhile declared at a news confer­ 
ence on the steps of the Capitol that as 
many as 100,000 drivers would join in a 
two-day shutdown Thursday and Fri­ 
day.

CLEVELAND (UPI) - The Internal 
Revenue Service here said Saturday 
that truck drivers are being charged 
two to four cents a gallon more than 
the ceiling price for diesel fuel. 
Dale Kauffman, head of the IRS 
Price Control office here, said seven of 
41 truck stops checked by the IRS in 
Northern Ohio were found to be over­ 
charging truck drivers. 
“ We swept Interstate-71, 1-75, 1-80,

It added that trucks “operate much 
more efficiently —from a fuel con- 
suption standpoint —at high speeds

The Team sters leader also argued 
that a 60 mph speed limit would con­ 
serve automobile fuel. He said motor­ 
ists tend to exceed the speed limit 
slightly and strict enforcement of a 60 
mph limit would “ actually be slowing 
autos down anywhere from 10 to 15 
miles per hour.” 
The statem ent said union members 
get 16 cents per mile and no hourly 
pay accept in cases of breakdowns and 
severe delays. 
Federal 
law 
forbids 
them to drive more than 10 hours at a 
stretch and they must take an 8-hour 
break between stretches. 
“ The very simple arithmetic of lower 
speed limits is that they reduce the 
earning power of over-the-road drivers 
upwards of 18 per cent while at the 
same tim e resulting in greater con­ 
sumption of fuel,” he said.

Nixon to give Casa Padfica 
to American people as gift 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - La Casa 
Pacifica, President Nixon’s Spanish- 
style seaside villa, will be donated to 
the American people after Nixon and 
his wrife Pat are dead, the President 
said Saturday. 
The half-million dollar complex over­ 
looking the Pacific Ocean, which con­ 
sists of a 14-room house and a number 
of outbuildings, will be given as a 
“ conference center, guest facility for 
visiting dignitaries, 
and 
a working 
base for future presidents,” 
Nixon 
said. 
The announcement of the gift of the 
Western White House was made as Ni­ 
xon disclosed all his financial and tax 
records to try to dispel rumors that he 
has profitted illegally from his presi­ 
dency. 
In announcing the gift of the villa. 
Nixon said: 
“ I have directed my attorneys to 
take the necessary steps to accomplish 
this, so that future administrations and 
future generations can take advantage 
of this beautiful western setting to help 
maintain a truly national perspective 
for the presidency.” 
The main bouse, built in the 1920s, 
consists of five bedrooms, each with a 
bath: a living room, a formal dining 
room, a sitting room, a pantry, a 


kitchen and service porch, and two sto­ 
rage 
rooms. 
The 
only 
second-floor 
room is Nixon’s office. 


East of the main house, on property 
with 350 feet of ocean front, is a guest 
house with two bedrooms, a bath and a 
sitting room. Other structures on the 
property include a caretaker’s house, a 
playhouse, a greenhouse, a laundry, 
garages and a 40 by 25-foot outdoor 
swimming pool. 


Nixon could obtain an income tax de­ 
duction of about $120,000 with the gift 
of the home, an IRS spokesman was 
quoted earlier this week. 
Stressing he was responding to q u e - 
tions about a hypothetical taxpayer, 
the spokesman said that if the Presi­ 
dent sets up a trust that would auto­ 
matically convey the property to the 
government upon the death of himself 
and his wife, they could live in the 
house until their deaths but be eligible 
for a deduction immediately. 
If Nixon sets up the trust, he would 
not be the first president to so claim a 
deduction for donated property. Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Eisenhower obtained a 
possible deduction of $314,000 for the 
230-acre farm in Gettysburg, Pa. wrhen 
they donated it to the government in 
1967.

i n v o l v i n g some 13,000 
em ­ 
ployes—could not be settled until an 
agreem ent is reached in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Negotiations to end the strike-lockout 
of 22,000 w orkers in Southern Califor­ 
nia w ere scheduled to resum e M onday. 
Leaders of the four unions striking 61 
m arket 
chains, 
including 
Safeway, 
Lucky's and T hriftim art, threatened to 
increase the num ber of pickets this 
week if no agreem ent is reached. That 
could mean even m ore shortages a t the 
m arkets. 
“ Nobody is going hungry but short­ 
ages are going to get w orse, especially 
in the big m arkets as they work off the 
inventories they had built up in antici­ 
pation of the strikelockout,” said Jerry

Impeach probe looms 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Con­ 
firm ation of Vice President G erald R. 
Ford apparently proved to be a dry 
run 
for the 
House 
Judiciary 
Com­ 
m ittee's investigation of grounds for 
im peaching President Nixon. 


Com m ittee 
staffers 
said 
Saturday 
that the im peachm ent inquiry, which 
began officially in October, will swing 
into full tilt this week now’ that they 
have com pleted their investigation of 
Ford. 
Several of the staffers said they an­ 
ticipate the im peachm ent probe will 
take much longer, assum ing that Nixon 
offers the sam e defense as each of the 
12 officials 
im peached 
in 
the 
past 
—that it is “ politically m otivated.” But 
the W hite House has not yet indicated 
haw ful'y it will cooperate with the 
com m ittee. 
“ If he (Nixon) w ants us to im peach 
him or se ' off his hack, will he come 


forward and cooperate?” a com m ittee 
aide asked. “ The role of the President 
is a significant one in term s of pro­ 
ceeding.”

D em ocratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield praised the “ pace” at which 
the House com m ittee is moving. “ I 
think this is som ething that should be 
done with 
the 
utm ost 
caution 
and 
care,” M ansfield told reporters. 
“ I don’t think he will resign, I don’t 
think 
he 
should 
resign,” 
Mansfield 


said. 
“ He ought to stay in office until all 
the facts are laid out by the special 
prosecutor, by the grand jurors, by the 
Ervin com m ittee and by the White 
House.” 
The 22 com m ittee staffers who w ere 
assigned to the seven-week Ford inves­ 
tigation will form the bulw ark of a 
45-m ember staff for the im peachm ent 
inquiry. A nticipating charges that it is 


“ politically m otivated,” the staff notes 
that not one word w as leaked to the 
new’s m edia about some 100 form al in­ 
terview s th at were conducted in 14 
states during the Ford inquiry. 
The com m ittee’s 38 m em bers —21 
D em ocrats and 17 Republicans —will 
be briefed by the staff next Tuesday on 
a m ountain of m aterial th at already 
has been collected and the field of can­ 
didates for a special counsel to oversee 
the proceedings. The field has been 
narrow ed down to four from m ore than 
100 prospects, according to sources. 
One com m ittee staffer said th ere has 
been som e pressure from som e of his 
colleagues to issue subpoenaes soon to 
dem onstrate that the com m ittee is not 
stalling. But he indicated subooenaes 
are not likely until a t least January 
after a special counsel has been hired 
a rd he has determ ined w hat m aterials 
are needed.

Although both law and tradition pro­ 
tect the privácy of such docum ents 
even for a president, Nixon said he 
was m aking them public “ because the 
confidentiality of m y private finances 
is far less im portant to m e than the 
confidence of the A m erican people in 
the integrity of the P resident." 
At the sam e tim e, Nixon confirm ed 
that his chief asset— the 5.9-acre La 
Casa Pacifica estate he and M rs. Ni­ 
xon purchased at San Clem ente, Calif., 
in 1968—would be donated after they 
die to the governm ent for use as a con­ 
ference center, gueri facility for visit­ 
ing dignitaries and a working base for 
future presidents. Its value is $571,167, 
Nixon said. 
IRS sources said Nixon could claim 
this gift a^ a tax deduction as well. 
Figures from the tax returns he and 
Mrs. Nixon filed in 1969, 1970, 1971 and 
1972 were furnished and reporters were 
perm itted to check the actual returns 
to verify them . 
They show he paid a total tax of $78,- 
651.10 during these four years on a to­ 
tal adjusted gross income of $1,122,- 
266..T7. 
With deductions totaling $257,376 for 
interest on money he borrowed to pur­ 
chase his estates, property taxes of 
$81,255, and deductions for his gift to 
papers of $482,019, his taxable income 
for this period w as only $172,892. 
And he still has $94,981 left as a de­ 
duction 
from 
the 
papers’ 
donation 
against future ta x e'. 
In addition to his $200,000 yearly 
salary’, the president receives an addi­ 
tional $50,000 expense allowance each 
y ear which, by law, he has to account 
for only for tax purposes. 
His tax records show’ that during lus 
first four years in office, he spent only 
$108,000 of this on such item? as gifts 
to visitors, officially related entertain­ 
m ent, and the use of portions of his 
Florida and California residences as 
office space. State dinners and large 
scale functions are paid out of a sepa­ 
rate White House fund. 
The rem aining $92,000 w as treated as 
reg u F r, taxable income. 
The docum ents showed Nixon pro­ 
fitted heavily 
from his real 
estate 
transactions. 
He 
purchased 
199,891 
shares in 1967 at $1 per share in a cor­ 
poration developing Fisher’s Island in 
Biscayne Bay near his Florida home. 
He sold at cost 10,000 shares to his per­ 
sonal secretary’, Rose M ary Woods; 3,- 
000 to his speechw riter and protege, 
Patrick J. Buchanan; and 1,000 shares 
to his valet, Manuel Sanchez. 
The rem aining 185,891 shares he sold 
in May, 1969, for $371,782—a profit ot 
$184,891 over a tw o-year period. 
His apartm ent in New York City, 
purchased for $100,000 in 1963 and im ­ 
proved by expenditures of $66,860, was 
sold in May, 1969, for $312,500—a profit 
of $142,912 over a five-year period. 
In 1967, he bought two undeveloped 
lots in Florida on Key Biscayne for a 
total of $38,080. Last D ecem ber he sold 
the properties for $150,000 for a profit 
of $111,270 in 5-1/2 years. 
For this transaction, Nixon borrowed 
$20,000 from his older daughter, Tricia, 
from a trust established for her in 1958 
by 
E lm er 
Bobst, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
board of W arner-Lam bert Co., and a 
long-time fam ily friend. 
There have been allegations Tricia 
did not pay her 'h a re of the income 
taxes on this transaction but, accord* 


ing to copies of her tax return, she 
paid taxes on a capital gain of $11,617 
in 1972 and will pay on $32,891 in her 
1973 returns. 


The Joint C om m ittee 
on 
Internal 
Revenue T axation, com posed of ran ­ 
king m em bers of the House W ays and 
Means Com m ittee and the Senate Fi­ 
nance Com m ittee, is the only group in 
Congress authorized to exam ine in­ 
come tax returns. 


The President specifically asked the 
com m ittee to confirm the legitim acy of 
his $570,000 deduction for the papers 
donation, and opinions by his legal ad­ 
visers th at he did not have to pay taxes 
on $117,370 capital gain from the sale of 
som e property in California. 


Questions have been raised w’hether 
the tran sfer of his docum ents w’as com ­ 
pleted before July 25. 1969, w’hen a new 
law elim inated such gifts as tax deduc­ 
tions. 
Nixon’s law yers cited legal prece­ 
dents to show th at while he resided in 
California 
for 
voting 
purposes, 
his 
dom icile w as W ashington, D. C.—thus 
he did not have to pay California state 
taxes. In addition, all elected federal 
officials a re exem pt from D istrict of 
Columbia income taxes. 
On another controversial subject, the 
docum ents show that Nixon paid no 
personal capital gains taxes when he 
sold a portion of his California estate 
to Robert H. Abplanalp and C.G. Re­ 
bozo, his two closest personal friends. 
Abplanalp, 
the 
President’s 
chief 
benefactor, had loaned him a total of 
$625,000 to purchase La C asa Pacifica. 
The estate, consisting of 26 acres in­ 
cluding the Nixons’ 14-room Spanish- 
style villa, cost $1.4 million in 1969. A 
y ear later 2.9 acres w as added for 
$100,000. In 1970 the Nixons sold all but 
5.9 acres of the property on w’hich 
their beachfront home w as located for 
$1,249,000 to A bplanalp 
and 
Rebozo 
doing business as the B & C Invest­ 
ment Co. 
Nixon’s 
accountant, 
A rthur 
Blech, 
valued the portion of the estate re­ 
tained by the Nixons at approxim ately 
$280,000 — which m eant 
that 
they 
m ade no profit on the sale and con­ 
sequently paid no taxes on it. 
However, the auditors of Coopers & 
Lybrand figured that the value of the 
retained portion wras $397,817, which 
would have given the Nixons a profit 
of $117,370 as a long-term capital gain. 
liven with 
the 
higher 
evaluation, 
however, the Nixons had sufficient de­ 
ductions 10 w rite it off and still would 
have not had to pay taxes, the figures 
show. 
Nixon pointed out that the IRS au­ 
dited his returns from 1971 and 1972 
and found them to be in order. 
T urning to another controversial sub­ 
ject, Nixon said some people 
erro­ 
neously believed that from $6 million 
to $10 million in governm ent funds had 
been spent improving his hom es in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
“ One m yth breeds another, so m any 
observers also believe that the govern­ 
m ent im provem ents have vastly en­ 
riched me personally,” he said. 
Actually, only $68,000 w as spent on 
his home for security-related changes 
ordered by the Secret Service, he caid. 
An additional $635,000 w as spent on the 
grounds for other security purposes. 
However, $6 million w as spent to 
construct and m aintain the Western 
White House office complex on a d ja­ 
cent governm ent property. Nixon cal­ 
led this a “ valuable national asset” 
which is used as a conference center 
for public and civic groups when not in 
use by the White House staff.

Rest centers replace billboards 
Navy's rent-a-ship ven ture costing too much

The billboard, once the most 
prolific offspring of the vast 
California state highway sys­ 
tem, may be on its way out. 
Called a blight by its critics 
but a possibly true American, 
art form by its proponents, 
the highway sign has been 
severely restricted in the past 
several 
years 
on 
federal, 
state and local levels. 
But its slow disappearance 
on the more than 15,000-mile 
California system is leaving a 
big gap—especially for trav­ 
elers in need of information 
about motorist services. 
The California Department 
of Transportation in 1971 was 
directed by the legislature to 
establish a statewide motor- 
i s t s i n f o r m a t i o n sys­ 
tem-based on something oth­ 
er than the billboard. 
The department called for 
proposals and ideas from the 
business sector and has come 
up with what it thinks is a 
satisfactory replacement: 
P u s h - b u t t o n electronic 
kiosks 
tucked 
neatly 
into 


roadside rest areas and fea- 
t u r i n g advertisements for 
area traveler services.

By activating any one of 
the 160 buttons, a viewer is 
shown his location in relation 
to the selected subject site. 
Also displayed are four color 
photographs of the subject, 
such as shots of a hotel or a 


restaurant menus. The motor­ 
ist also will hear a 30 second 
message describing the serv­ 
ice. 
The 
Oceanside 
rest 
stop 
kiosks have proved so suc­ 
cessful the state has called 
for similar proposals or other 
creative ideas on four other 
highways, Routes 5, 80, 10 
and 15. 
Linton 
L. 
Patton, 
trans­ 
portation right of way agent, 
emphasized that the informa­ 
tion centers result in ‘‘no ex­ 
pense to the state or the tax­ 
payer.” 
Under the new motorists in­ 
formation plan, Patton said 
the state agrees to provide 
the space, parking, lighting, 
water and other basic neces­ 
sities at rest areas. The se­ 
lected firm provides its own 
facilities and services at its 
own cost. 
“ The company that is se­ 
lected would then sell adver­ 
tising 
space 
to 
businesses 
along the route and that reve­ 
nue would go to the company 
and, depending on the ex­ 
pense incurred, a portion of it 
would be going to the state,” 
Patton said. 
The Carter center charges 
its advertisers about $35 a 
month, he added.

The transportation depart­ 


ment, he said, considered the 
information centers ‘‘as being 


something that would be very 


desirable if not essential for a 


traveler.

The U. S. Navy is going down 
to the sea in rented ships, 
and the General Accounting 
Office says it is a sweet little 
deal for almost everyone ex­ 
cept Uncle Sam. 
A GAO report on the inner 
financial 
workings 
of 
the 
Navy's venture into rent-a- 
ships, obtained Saturday by 
UPI. says the 
government 
will pay about twice as much 
to lease the vessels as it 
would if it bought them. 
The report also says the 
Navy chose to rent the ships 
rather than buy because that 
was the only way it could get 
nine tankers it said it needs. 
Congress 
didn't 
think 
the 
ships were necessary. 
The Navy does not dispute 
GAO’s basic arithmetic, but it 
insists the deal also is sweet 
for Uncle Sam because two 
dollars spent tomorrow ac­ 
tually are worth less than one 
spent today. 
Whatever the logic, details 
of the rent-a-ship transaction 
help illustrate why the De­ 
fense Department is regarded 
as a very good customer by 
the firms that sell to it. 
The Navy got into the ren­ 
tal program in 1971 when, af­ 
ter several years, it gave up 
efforts to have Congress re­ 
place 14 aging "fleet oiler” 
tankers with nine 
modern. 
25,006-ton vessels. 
Despite the fact that they 
annually vote billions for new 
planes, carriers and missile 
s u b m a r i n e s , neither the 
House nor the Senate Armed 
Services committees showed 


much interest in laying out 
$100-million for the tankers. 
Someone in the Navy fig­ 
ured a way to run the blo­ 
ckade. 
Instead 
of 
buying 
ships, the Navy could lease 
them —as the big oil com­ 
panies do. 
It could hide the lease fees 
in its operations budget, ap­ 
proved by the appropriations 
rather than armed services 
committees, and charge off 
much of the expense to the 
Army and Air Force —as the 
cost of transporting fuel for 
those services. 
Though government leases 
costing 
more than 
$500,000 
t r a d i t i o n a l l y need con­ 
gressional approval, the law 
governing Navy transactions 
contained no such limit. Thus 
the GAO had to rule the 
transaction legal. 
Armed with GAO approval, 
the Navy asked proposals on 
a ship "build and charter” 
deal. The Navy would gua­ 
rantee a 20-year charter for 
vessels built with private mo­ 
ney. 
Marine Transport Lines of 
New York headed a syndicate 
that proposed the cheapest 
deal —nine ships for 20 years 
for $313 million. Marine and 
its partners, 14 banks, agreed 
to put up $40 million and sell 
$120 million in bonds to raise 
the total cost of building the 
vessels. 
Actually, the charter fees co­ 
ver only the cost of servicing 
the bonds —the borrowed $120 
million at 7 % per cent for 20 
years. That would seem to 
leave Marine and partners in 
the position of lending the 


other $40 million interest-free. 
But the Navy compensated 
for that by getting a special 
tax break 
so 
the 
Marine 
group will be able to write off 
depreciation on the full, $160 
million value of the ships 
against their own tax bills 
from other business. What’s 
more, they will be able to do 
it in 12 years instead of 20. 
The effect of this, says John 
Rinko, the GAO auditor who 
worked on the case, is that 
the government actually will 
be lending the Marine par­ 
tners $72 million in unpaid 
tax money during the first 12 
years of the contract. 
Though eventually all of it 
will have to be paid back in 
the final eight years (in high­ 
er taxes when there are no 
writeoffs), the partners stand 
to gain $120 million in com­ 
pound investment income on 
that money. 
In addition, when the char­ 
ter ends the partners still will 
own the ships, which will in 
two decades be worth an esti­ 
mated $24 million. This would 
amount, the GAO estimates, 
to a total return of $144 mil­ 
lion on a $40 million invest­ 
ment. 
The Navy also wrote some 
special profit guarantees into 
the contract. If the ships are 
lost for any reason, tthe own­ 


ers get back 122 per cent of 


the replacement cost. 
So juicy was the deal that 
the partners hesitated just 
long enough to make sure the 
Navy had the legal right to 


engage the "full faith and 
credit” of the U. S. govern­ 
ment before going ahead.

This year’s dollar is 
worth only 90 cents next year, 
81 cents the year after, and 
so on. 
Figuring that way, Chase 
said, the $313 million over the 
life of the contract was worth 
only $150 million in 1972 dol­ 
lars. So, he contended, the 
government “ saves” $10 mil­ 
lion by spending $178 million. 
Bennett turned to his coun­ 
sel, George Norris. 


“ Do you understand it?” he 
asked. 
“ No. sir,” Norris replied. 
“ My staff agrees with me 
in not being able to unders­ 
tand it,” Bennett said. 
The GAO does not unders­ 
tand it, either. Even if the 
Navy premise is accepted, 
the auditors say, the discount 
rate should be only 6 per 
aent. At that rate the govern­ 
ment spends $20 million more 
in 1972 value —not $10 million 
less — regardless of taxes. 


Ultimately Bennett and his 
committee agreed with the 
GAO and slapped the Navy on 
the wrist for having evaded 
the authority of Congress. 
Chase’s boss, Assistant Se­ 
cretary of Defense Arthur 
Mendolia, 
apologized, 
and 
Bennett told the Navy that If 
it wanted to rent any more 
ships it should come back 
with a bill that would give the 


services specific authority to 
do so. 
So far, howev#r, “ they’ve 
been stalling.” says Norris. 
One reason may be the diffi­ 
culty of explaining how the 
government saves $10 million 
bv spending $178 million. 
Meantime, the contract has 
been let and the ships are un­ 
der construction.

Lewis and Allenthorp are Republi­ 
cans, and Ayala and C arter are Demo­ 
crats. 
The election is being held to fill the 
Senate seat vacated Oct. 20 by W illiam 
Combs, who took a job with the U.S. 
Treasury' D epartm ent. 


If none of the candidates win a m a­ 
jority (50 per cent) of the vote Dec. 18, 
a runoff election will be held Jan. 15 
betw een the leading 
Republican and 
the leading D em ocrat. 


In term s of voter registration, Demo­ 
crats have an edge (116,223 to 80,620). 
However, only 25 to 35 per cent of the 
eligible voters are expected to turnout, 
and traditionally a sm all vote tends to 
favor R epublican candidates. 


W hether fallout from W atergate will 
have a significant effect on the voters 
is im possible to judge, but it obviously 
has had an im pact on the candidate- 
and their cam paigns. Hence the issue 
of integrity. 


Lewis and Ayala, who appear lo be 
the leading candidates in the 
race, 
m ade public a list of their cam paign 
contributors by nam e and am ount last 
week. 
L ew ^ has also prom ised full “ mail 
disclosure,” saying that he will provide 
the press with advance copies of his 
m ailers which will be distributed to vo­ 
ters throughout the district. 


Interestingly enough, in much ot his 
cam paign literature, Lewis doe- 
not 
m ention that he is a m em ber of the 
Republican P arty. He has said repea­ 
tedly that voters in the 20th D istrict do 
not vote along party lines, but m ake 
their decisions based on the candidate 
and his stand on the issues. 


Some 
D em ocrats—including 
Ayala 
and C arter—feel Coombs’ departure for 
Washington w as hastily arranged when 
Republican 
leaders 
in 
Sacram ento 
learned that the new reapportionm ent 
of the 32nd District would have a large 
D em ocratic voter registration (60 per 
cent). 
The GOP hierarchy, the D em ocrats 
charge, feel that Lewis’ chances in the 
new district will be better i t ? he goes 
into the 1974 election as the incum bent. 


Both Lewis and Coombs deny there 
was any such ploy, and Lewis claim s 
that Coombs’ unhappiness in the Legis­ 
lature was so well known that his re­ 
signation should have come as no sur­ 
prise to the D em ocrats. 


With the 20th Senate position now 
unoccupied, the D em ocrats have a slim 
20-19 edge in Senate seats. 
Here is a brief profile on each candi­ 
date. 


LEWIS 


Lewis, 39, is an insurance m an by 
profession. He was first elected to the 
Assembly in 1968 to represent the 73rd 
D istrict, which covers a m ajor part of 
San B ernardino County. He has lived 
in the county all of his life. 


He is a confident m an, and ^ure of 
his direction. 


As a senator, Lewis teels he can be a 
•’m ore effective” legislator because he 
do*-s not believe there is as much p ar­ 
tisanship in the Senate as in the As­ 
sem bly.

Everyone in the com m unity is being 
urged to take part in the watch. 


Thousands oi bum per stickers, pieces 
ol 
literature and posters today 
are 
going onto autom obiles, into homes and 
into display wirdows to bolster inter­ 
est. 
The stickers will go on the cars of all 
school district and city employes. Chil­ 
dren have carried home literature de­ 
tailing costs of vandalism com m itted 
just this y ear and in years past. Post­ 
ers plead, “ Please Don’t Let Anvone 
Hurt Our Schools!” 
O peration Schoolwateh has the en­ 
dorsem ent of City Council. Conducted 
under tlie supervision of Douglas A. 
Robertson, the school district's com m u­ 
nity iniorm ation officer, the program 
w as approved at the Nov. 13 school 
board m eeting. 
A second phase of the watch will 
take place on Saturday, Dec. 15. Prin­ 
cipals, parents, students and adult sup­ 
porters, 
will 
canvas 
neighborhoods 
circling their schools soliciting cooper­ 
ation. 


Vandals in the past have inflicted 
c o s t l y destruction upon Pom ona's 
schools. 
During Septem ber. 62 
incidents of

From 1968 to 1971, the district spent 
$60,000 on window glass. From 1971 to 
this year, $64,000 has been spent to re­ 
pair the work of vandals, and this does 
not include dam age caused by fire. 
Four a c t' of arson, prior to the Madi- 
son school fire, cost the district $92,000. 
These figures do not include insurance 
costs, theft and burglaries. 
All costs are paid by the taxpayers.

620-2155 and calm ly tell the officer how 
many persons, of about what age, are 
where, doing what. 
In Robertson’s words, “ If everyone 
helps we can stam p out vandalism in 
Pom ona’s schools.

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Is energy crunch 
really blessing? 


This country is still shaking over the threatened 
energy crisis. Every segment of our national and per­ 
sonal life is touched and many wit hid the church are 
trying to guess the impact upon the religious commun­ 
ity in North America. 
Will church attendance drop as the gasoline short­ 
age intensifies? How will the large, sprawling sanc­ 
tuaries and church buildings survive the fuel short­ 
age? Will major urban congregations have to curtail 
program and activities? Peyhaps none of this will 
come to pass. Vet denominational leaders and pastors 
must face the energy crunch along with their secular 
counterparts. 
Some churchmen believe that the energy squeeze 
may have a large plus for the Christian community: 
the return to, the neighborhood parish. The automo­ 
bile has scattered Christians in every direction, many 
families driving five or six miles to attend a church 
that is eompMely removed from the demands and op­ 
portunities of their eojnmtmity. For years the neigh- 
• borhood parish has suffered urbib mobility, along 
^ with the population shifts. New people may discover 
J1' not only the pleasure of walking to church, but the 
larger advantage ot a clearly defined community that 
can face the problems and opportunities close at hand. 
Keeping people *at home — and that is certainly one 
£ of the ultimate effects of any gasoline shortage—may 
^ help families to rediscover the joy and fun of another 
*nera: togetherness. Right now most recreation seems 
to have a motor attached, turning wheels and making 
noise. Another form "of exercise and recreation may 
emerge—walking and reading.

frayed nerves and hasseling over every imaginable 
social-political issue, has hardly built up the life ot 
JJthe spirit. 
A nice long pause in national meet-ings—or a* most. 
;ery carefully planned and selected sessions—is not 
lo be scorned. A movement is already afoot for more 
jwerful local and regional control in the affairs of 
Hhe church. The energy demands and the Arab shut* 
¡down may actually assist the Church in a rediscovery 
¡bf mission and fellowship.

Reading, writing 
and Watergate 


Watergate may have Ihe impact of another Sput­ 
nik in the classroom. 
Just as the launching 01 the first space satellite 
stalled a revolution in the teaching ot science and 
mathematics, Watergate may precipitate a renewed 
effort to teach the values and the workings of the 
American system of government. 
It could also become the most controversial sub­ 
ject in the schools since sex education.

Campaign cash and pollution 


WASHINGTON - There has been a 


lot of taljc in Washington about keeping 
our rivers, lakes and beaches clean. 
Yet the law^nd-order hoys have shown 


a strange reluctance to enforce the 


laws against pollution. Sometimes, it 
-eems that the flow of campaign cash 
more than the flow of pollutants deter­ 
mines whether the polluters are prose­ 
cuted 
We have just completed a detailed 
study of cases referred to the Justice 
Department by the Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency in 1971-72. The agency 
used the old 1899 Refuse Act to res­ 
train factories from fouling the water­ 
ways. 
This hoary statute has not been re­ 
placed by a new law, but the pattern 
of prosecution hasn’t improved. 
The EPA asks Justice to prosecuic 
only the worst polluters. They are gi­ 
ven every chance to clean up their 
messes voluntarily. Only as a last re­ 
sort are cases forwarded to the Justice 
Department. 


Few trials 


Yet a large percentage 
of 
’he.se 
cases never, reach the courts. Top EPA 
officials have told us, not tor attribu­ 
tion, that it sometimes takes dynamite 
to blast a pollution case out of the pi­ 
geonholes of the prosecutors. Our own 
study shows that, of 168 pollution cases 
submitted fOT criminal prosecution, the

Department 
rejected 
35 
outright and sidetracked 34 more lor 
one reason or another. 
Almost 
invariably 
the 
companies 
with the most political clout seemed to 
go unpunished or to get off with light 
fines. We could not establish that cam ­ 
paign contributions resulted in overt 
intervention. But as one high official 
confided to us, “ you jus^ know who is 
to be prosecuted and who is not.” 
In October 1971, for example, the 
EPA referred a criminal case involv­ 
ing an oil spill on the Yazoo River in 
Mississippi. The spill had been caused 
by either Mobil or Pennzoil, said EPA, 
since both firms have facilities near 
the Yazoo. The U.S. attorney declined 
to prosecute because he lacked “evi­ 
dence as to who caused the spill." 
It may be merely a coincidence tnat 
Pennzoil’s president, William Liedtie, 
was a fund raiser for the Nixon cam ­ 
paign last year. On one celebrated oc 
casion, he stuffed $700,000 in Cash and 
negotiable securities into a suitcase, 
sent it to Washington aboard a com pr 


ny plane and had it delivered in (he 
dark of night to Nixon headquarters. 
No receipt was asked ncr given. 
Another time, the EPA asked Justice 
to file a civil suit against California 
Marine Packing for polluting the I.os 
Angeles harbor with “fish processing 
wastes” which “resulted in fish kills.” 
The U S. Attorney declined. 


Shadowy Nixon friend 
The packing company, it develops, is 
a division of Westgate-Califomia Cor­ 
poration. whose board chairman is San 
Diego millionaire C. 
Amholt Smith. 
The 
shadowy 
Smith 
is a 
personal 
friend of President Nixon and con­ 
tributed $200,000 to the Nixon re-elec­ 
tion effort. The donation was returned 
after the public learned Smith was un­ 
der investigation by both the Internal 
Revenue Service and the Securities Ex­ 
change Commission. 
Well over a year ago. the EPA wan­ 
ted Justice to prosecute Getty Oil tor 
dumping oil. grease, lead and chemic­ 
als into the Delaware River. The case, 
we have been intormed, is tied up in 
“negotiation.” The president oi Getty 
Oil is billionaire J. Paul Getty; the re­ 
cord shows he contributed at least $75.- 
000 to Nixon. 
in June 1972, the EPA requested that 
suits be filed against Star-Kist Foods 
for discharging foul fish processing 
wastes into Los Angeles harbor. Prose­ 
cution was declined and the company 
agreed to work out an abatement pro- 
gram. 
Star-Kist is a subsidiary of 
H.J. 
Heinz, whose officers gave Nixon over 
$60,000. The president of Star-Kist. Jo­ 
seph Bogdanovich, contributed $30.000 
out of his own pocket to Nixon. 
Twice in 1971, Gulf Oil was acc used 
of causing oil spil’s in the Houston ship 
channel. Criminal charges were finally 
filed in one case on January 5. 1973. 
There nas been no legal action at all 
on the second spill. By another coinci­ 
dence, Gulf Oil donated $100,000 to Ni-

In the course of our investigation, 
my associate Joseph Spear requested a 
meeting with Justice and EPA antipol- 
lution officials. He found eight officials 
waiting for him when he arrived for an 
appointment 
at 
EPA 
headquarters, 
overlooking the malodorous Potomac 
River. 
One of them. Martin Green, chief of 
the Justice Department’s pollution con­ 
trol section, insisted (hat politics plays 
no part in the decision whether to 
prosecute. “I assure you,” he said, 
“that 1 here in this office do not know 
who donates what to whom.” 
The first aim of the Justice Depart­ 
ment, he said, was to abate pollution 
rather than prosecute the polluters. 
Every eftort is made, he said, to per­ 
suade a polluter to stop pouring gunk 
into the waterways. His willingness to 
cooperate determines whether he will 
be prosecuted. The tinal decision is 
made, he said, by the local U.S. attor­ 
ney. 
The big corporate bosses in many 
communities, EPA officials told us, 
have enormous influence with the local 
U.S. attorneys. Often, 
the pollution 
cases are dropped for the most fri­ 
volous reasons. 
Failed to file 


In at least eight cases, the federal 
attorneys simply tailed to file suit be­ 
fore the deadline passed. Among corpo­ 
rations that got off the hook in this 
fashion were American Can, American 
Cyanamid, Georgia Pacific and tour 
paper companies. 
In February 1972. the EPA asked 
Justice to file suit against the Carnation 
Milk Company for dumping milk pro­ 
cessing waste into Williams Creek in 
Mt. Vernon, Mo. The U.S. attorney de­ 
clined prosecution because there was 
insufficient evidence of discharge into 
navigable waters.” 
The Peabody Coal Co., in Columbia, 
Mo., was* accused ot dumping “coal 
mine 
acid 
w a s t e s ” into Hinksin 
Creek, a tributary of the Mississippi. 
The case was also dropped because the 
prosecutors claimed not to have suf­ 
ficient proof that Hinksin Creek was 
navigable. 
Now. w ean’ EPA officials sometimes 
literally paddle their own canoes up 
creek8 to prove the streams are “navi- 
gahle.” For it takes a full investigation

"In the Senate, I believe I’ll 
be able to address myself to 
the issues in a different fash­ 
ion than in a highly partisan 
House.” 
Lewis believes the district

lation and economic growth, 
and that he can provide it 
with his experience in the 
Legislature.

AYALA 
Like Lewis, Ruben Ayala is 
an insuance man by profes­ 
sion.

Since then, he has served 
on the City Council, as ma­ 
yor, and for the past seven 
years as a member of the 
County Board of Supervisors.

If there is a darkhorse candi­ 
date in the race, Ralph Car­ 
ter is it.

Lembke’s greatest delights is 
simply to walk around her 
yard in suburban Littleton 
pointing out to friends the ev- j 
ergreens she and her family 
have planted. 
“ In our yard, there is noth- , 
mg sweeter than to go around 
and look at the trees and re­ 
member the times when they 
were planted,” the mother of 
three said. “ We have five 
trees now, for five Christ­ 
mases. With a little bit of 
hick, we will have a 
lot 
more.” 
Mrs. Lemke is head of the I 
environmental group called 
Provide for People 
which | 
wants homeowners across the 
nation to celebrate Christmas j 
in a different way. They want ; 
people to buy living, growing j 
Christmas 
trees—not 
trees 5 
that have been cut—and then ; 
replant them when they have 
served their holiday decora­ 
tive purpose. 
“ There is no more won- j 
derful 
way 
to celebrate < 
Christmas,’* 
Mrs. 
Lembke j 
says. “ I have three fine sons j 
and they’re all enthusiastic j 
about it. They help decorate 
the 
tree 
and 
then 
after 
Christmas, plant it.” 
Mrs. Lembke, whose group 
kicked off a nationwide cam­ 
paign on Thanksgiving Day, 
said she has been working for 
three years now to convince 
people to buy living trees. She 
thinks the idea is spreading. 
“ Good Support” 
“ We were very effective 
last year,” she said. “The 
first year there were over 1,- 
000 live trees planted in Colo­ 
rado alone and last year it 
jumped to 7,000. And we’ve 
heard that there has been a 
tot of good support across the 
nation.” 
M r s . Lembke said she 
found it amazing the number 
of people who have jumped 
on the bandwagon to support 
the idea. 
“ It seems like ar. 
idea 
whose time has come,” she 
»aid. “ All you have to do is 
mention it to people and they 
either latch onto it and say 
this is a great idea cr else i 
they poo-hoo the idea and just | 
forget it.” 
Mrs. Lembke said she can’t 
accept the argument that the 
task is too difficult and that 
most of the trees planted ir. 
wintertime will die. 
“ We say if you get a dead 
tree, you know it’s dead,” she 
said. “ But at least this way ; 
you take a chance. Even if i 
only 50 per cent of the trees 
that are planted live, that’s 50 
per cent more live trees than 
we had to start off with.” 
How To Do It 
Mrs. Lembke provides a 
few hints for persons buying 
living trees. They should ne­ 
ver be kept in the home for 
more than 10 days, keep the 
roots moist and then leave 
the tree in the garage for a 
couple of days to get it used 
to the shock of moving out- ! 
doors. 
“ Keep your dirt in the ga­ 
rage, too, or some other pro­ 
tected area so it won’t shock 
the roots at the time you 
transplant it,” she said. 
Mrs. Lembke, who has been 
sidelined much of the past 
year as the result of injuries 
suffered when struck by a 
car, said she felt her group 
was instrumental in the deci­ 
sion this year by the White 
House to have a living nation­ 
al Christmas tree. Her organ­ 
ization set up a cry last year 
when a tree was cut 
in 
Wyoming and then shipped to 
the White House as the na­ 
tional tree. 
Originator unknown 
Mrs. Lembke said the orig- , 
inator of the live Christmas 
tree program was a woman 
whose name she doesn't even 
know. She heard the elderly 
woman speaking to a council­ 
man at a political meeting 
and telling him how nice it | 
would be to have evergreens 
up and down the main street 
in Littleton. 
Mrs. Lembke told her or- 
ganization about it and the 
member.* decided to take it 
on as a project. 
“ The first year we tried 10 
find her,” Mrs. Lembke said. 
“ She never did step forward, 
so 1 don’t know whether she 
died or if she just hasn’t be­ 
come aware. But it was real­ 
ly she who was the originator 
of this.”

By HERBERT KELMAN 
Copyright, 1973, Regents of 
the University of California 
The concept of individual 
rights is central to a demo­ 
cratic society. Yet a society's 
definition of individual rights 
is never static. Moreover, at 
any given time, the applica­ 
tion of the principles that gov­ 
ern individual rights is usual­ 
ly imperfect. 
Throughout American histo­ 
ry, we can observe organized 
efforts to close the gap be­ 
tween principle and practice 
— to broaden the definition of 
individual rights and to ex­ 
tend such rights to segments 
of the population, to institu­ 
tional contexts and to areas 
of life in which they had not 
been firmly established in the 
past. 
One of the marked changes 
in mood that has characte­ 
rized American society in re­ 
cent years is that these ef- 
f o r t s 
h a v e 
become 
in­ 
creasingly vigorous and wi­ 
despread. 
More and 
more 
groups within the population 
are insisting on rights that 
they feel 
have been syste­ 
matically denied to them. 
Groups that have long been 
struggling 
for their rights 
have become more militant. 
Groups that have in the past 
accepted curtailm ents of their 
right have begun to challenge 
these restrictions. 
increasing numbers of indi­ 
viduals 
are 
now 
claiming 
««guvs that were only dim«) 
recognized in the past. 
Across 
wide segments 
01 
the society, there is less wil­ 
lingness 
to 
accept 
second- 
class status, restrictions on 
personal freedoms, and viola­ 
tions of personal interests. 
We can identify three dis­ 
tinct — though clearly related 
— ways in which this heigh­ 
tened insistence on individual 
rights manifests itself in our 
society. 
—1 There are some seg­ 
ments of our population — no­ 
tably blacks and other non­ 
white minorities — that have 
been systematically excluded 
for generations from effective 
participation In the society.

Their efforts to break out of 
this vicious cycle have been 
frustrated by subtle and not* 
so-subtle biases that have de­ 
nied them access to educa­ 
tional opportunities, to jobs, 
to unions, to housing, to loans 
— in short, to all potential 
points of entry into the sys­ 
tem. 
Members of these groups 
have now gone beyond the 
earlier civil rights movement 
in insisting that their right to 
f u l l 
participation 
in 
rhe 
society implies not merely the 
removal of legal barriers, but 
active affirmative efforts to 
open up opportunities to them 
and to assure that they will 
be in a position to take ad­

Moreover, they are insisting

—-2 Apart from ethnic mi­ 
norities. various groups in our 
society have been deprived, 
as a m atter of public policy, 
of certain rights and opportu­ 
nities available to the aver­ 
age citizen. These groups are 
characterized by some vari­ 
ety 
and 
degree 
of 
depen­ 
dence, deviance or captivity 
Amomg 
such 
groups 
one 
might include minors, senior 
citizens, homosexuals, welfare 
recipients, 
mental 
patients, 
prison inmates, enlisted men 
in the armed forces and wom­ 
en. 
Although women constitute 
more than half of the popula­ 
tion and enjoy some power 
within our society, law and 
tradition define them as “de­ 
pendents” and restrict their 
exercise ot certain important 
rights — such as the right to 
make contracts, to pursue de­ 
sired careers and to control 
their own bodies. 
The rationale for restricting 
members of these groups in 
the exercise of some of their 
rights has been 8ither that 
they are incapable of exercis­ 
ing these rights, so that it 
would be in their own and in 
society’s interest 
to impose 
restrictions: or that they have 
forfeited their rights by their 
own actions; or that they are 
living in institutional settings 
in which the public interest 
and safety demand the cur­ 
tailment of certain individual 
rights. 
Widely-shared 
assumptions 
which have 
long 
supported 
these 
restrictions 
are 
now 
being 
challenged, 
both 
by 
members 
of 
these 
p. roups 
themselves and by profession­ 
al 
and 
action 
groups 
that 
identify with their cause. 
—3 Individual rights have 
always been subject to cer­ 
tain limitations tor all groups 
in the society, not just those 
groups that have been singled 
out for discriminatory treat­ 
ment. 
Thus, the right to refuse 
military service, to engage in 
certain forms of protest, to 
practice birth control or to es­ 
tablish a household with un­ 
m arried partners — to men­ 
tion just a few examples — 
has been severely restricted 
through a combination of law 
and custom. 
W i t h 
some 
exceptions, 
people have in the past ac­ 
cepted the right of society 
and its duly constituted au­ 
thorities to impose there lim­ 
itations on them. 
In recent years many of 
these traditional restrictions 
are increasingly being chal­ 
lenged, most 
often by 
the 
well-established upper middle 
class but with growing fre­ 
quency by other elements of 
society. More individuals are 
now insisting on constitutional 
rights that in the past were 
only rarely claimed 
For example, the marked 
increase in the number of 
conscientious objectors during 
the Vietnam War and in ef­ 
forts to broaden the legal de­ 
finition of conscientious objec­ 
tion (to include selective ob­ 
jection to a particular war) 
suggests a greater insistence 
on the individual’s right to 
e v a l u a t e for himself the 
adequacy of the reasons for 
which authorities order him 
to kill and die. 
Furtherm ore, 
there 
has 
been a tendency to push the 
limits of certain rights that 
have always been recognized 
but interpreted more narrow­ 


ly. 
For 
example, 
individuals 
are insisting that the right of 
dissent extends to dram atic 
forms of protest or that th? 


right of privacy extends to 
unorthodox 
life-styles, 
even 
though many people may find 
the exercise of these rights 
offensive or objectionable. 
Finally, 
citizens 
are 
in­ 
c r e a s i n g l y claiming new 
righls that have not been ex­ 
plicitly 
recognized 
before: 
Witness the growth of citizen 
l o b b i e s , of the consumer 
rights movement, and of the 
e c o l o g y movement. While 
these are largely middle-class 1 
issues, 
the 
increasing 
em­ 
phasis of young blue-collar 
workers on the right to m ea­ 
ningful work suggests that ihe 
push toward a broader defini­ 
tion of human rights suffuses 
our entire society. 
These 
various 
manifesta­ 
tions of a heightened insis­ 
tence on individual rights in 
our society are part of a 
worldwide process that can 
be traced to many sources. 
The diffusion of a demo- 
i 
cratic ideology and its asso- 
ciatfct! principle of 
national 
s e 1 f-determination 
have j 
spurred on the movements for , 
political independence and so- J 
cial reform throughout the old 
j 
colonial empires; 
the em er­ 
gence of Africa and the rest 
of the Third World, in turn, 
has strengthened the sense of 
e t h n i c 
identity 
and 
the 
s t r u g g l e for equal rights 
among Black Americans. 
Industrialization, along with 
the growth of science 
and 
technology, has 
encouraged 
efforts to extend individual 
rlgnts, both by fostering atti­ 
tudes 01 rationality anu prag­ 
matism capable of challeng­ 
ing traditional patterns, and 
by broadening the range of 
possible living conditions to 
w hich people could aspire. 
Urbanization has not only 
1 
undermined 
traditional 
ate 
thority relationships but has j 
also created some of the tor- 
uiLions for political organizing 
aod tor mobilizing disaffected 
groups to take collective ac­ 
tion. 
i h e 
mass 
media 
have 
greatly accelerated the dis­ 
semination 
of 
information, ; 
both about living conditions 
that prevail elsewhere, thus j 
raising people’s levels of aspi­ 
ration, and about collective 
actions that have been taken j 
elsewhere, thus inviting imita­ 
tion. 
Whatever their sources, the I 
dii rerent manifestations of the 
m o v e m e n t for individual 
rights have certain important 
common features. A basic lea- , 
ture is the unwillingness of j 
people to accept any longer j 
the status to which they have 1 
been 
assigned. 
Changes 
in ■ 
seit-attitudes—development of j 
group pride, openness about 
deviant life-styles or political 
preferences, 
refusal 
to 
be 
apologetic 
or 
subservient 
about one’s claims—reinforce 
unwillingness to accept 
re­ 
strictions. 
A second and closely re­ 
lated 
feature 
of 
the 
new 
movements is their challenge 
to established authority. 
Yet, wide segments of the 
population—especially but not 
exclusively among the work­ 
ing 
class 
and 
the 
tower 
middle class—feel protoundly 
threatened by these manitesr 
tations of change. 
I hey see 
them as concrete threats to . 
their own economic positions, 
and mobility aspirations, as ( 
attacks on important symbols 
of order and authority, and as 
disruptions of the traditional 
relationship 
between 
citizen 
and authorities. 
By and large, members of 
these groups are integrated in 
the 
American 
system 
but 
their hold on the system is 
tenuous; to maintain it, they 
feel obligated to no what the 
authorities expect of them. 
Their sense of security basi­ 
cally rests on the knowledge 
that they are playing by the 
rules. 
Any change in the rules and 
expectations 
is, 
therefore, 
particularly 
threatening 
to 
them 
since it disturbs the 
basis of their integration in 
the society. 
Essentially, the new insis­ 
tence on individual rights rep­ 
resents a call for a redefini­ 
tion of the bases of legitimacy 
m the society. Various groups 
are refusing to accept the 
legitimacy of the leadership 
until* the system adequately 
represents their interests and 
includes them in the process 
of defining national goals and 
deciding on their means of 
implementation. 
The new movements repre­ 
sent, in my view, constructive 
and exciting steps in the di­ 
rection of a society that is 
more open, more just and 
more free. 
They call for a system that 
is responsive to the needs of 


all segments of the popula­ 
tion, that offers maximal op­ 
portunity tor 
self-fulfillment 
to all of its members and that 
gives 
each 
individual 
the 
right and the responsibility to 
a s s e s s official actions in 


term s 
of 
their 
consistency 


with basic societal values. 


Without a sensitive unders­ 
tanding of what the heigh­ 
tened insistence on individual 
rights means to these seg­ 
ments of our society, the ef­ 
forts at change are unlikely 
to succeed, nor would they be 
conducive to the highest de­ 


gree of justice. 


The changes implied in ex­ 
tending individual rights are 
not designed to do away with 
authority—without which, in 
my opinion, no organized so- 
c i a 1 s y s t e m could sur­ 
vive—but to question long-es­ 
tablished 
authority 
patterns 


that are no longer consistent 


with democratic 
values 
as 
they have historically evolved 
and to build the habit of ques­ 
tioning authority into the poli­ 


tical process. 
In 
the 
long 
run, 
such 
changes would strengthen the 
legitimacy and the integrity 
of the system, by making it 


more congruent with its un­ 
derlying values and deepening 
the public support for it.

HOUSTON (UPl) - The San Diego 
Padres were sent East, but Dick Wil­ 
liams was not. 


Ron Santo said he wanted to stay in 
Chicago, but Willie Davis and Claude 
Osteen said they did not mind moving 
to Montreal and Houston. 
Major league umpires were given a 
new weapon to combat the spitball and 
were told to use it, and the ball clubs 
were told to look into the use of com­ 
mercial air travel. 
Those actions, and in one case inac­ 
tion. highlighted the week-long winter 
meetings of baseball’s heirarchy which 
ended Friday night. 
Baseball officials came to Houston 
with two major problems to solve 
—one in each league. 


The National League solved its diffi­ 
culty by sending the San Diego fran­ 
chise to Washington, returning the na­ 
tion’s capital to baseball following a 
two-year 
absence. 
Legal 
entangle­ 
ments, however, threaten to follow the 
league’s decision for months to come. 
The American League bosses left 
Houston without having come close to 
ending the controversy over Dick Wil­ 
liams. 
“The whole thing could be settled 
while walking across the courtyard, 
said American League President Joe 
Cronin, in about as close to a tone of 
disgust as he can achieve. 
In a two-hour meeting at midweek 
Cronin could not bring a compromise 
b e t w e e n blustery' Oakland owner 
Charles Finley and New York Yankees 


President Gabe Paul in Paul s attempt 
to hire Williams as his manager for 
next season. Williams’ Oakland con­ 
tract has two years to run. Finley 
asked for two specific Yankee players 
as compensation for Williams’ potential 
move to New York, but Paul balked. 
For two more days all parties con­ 
cerned still were within a few hundred 
feet of each other, but no further at­ 
tempt was made to settle the issue. 
Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
said he thought Cronin would work 
things out before Cronin retires Jan. 1, 
but Cronin did not seem as positive 
and before leaving town Finley said he 
did not think Cronin had any right to 
interfere. 
The city of San Diego, however, 
plans to interfere with the move of its 
franchise to Washington. 


San Diego City Attorney John Witt 
already has filed a $12 million breach 
of contract suit against the National 
League (the Padres had 15 years to 
run on a 20-year lease on San Diego 
Stadium) and after the move of the 
club was announced Thursday he indi­ 
cated an anti-trust suit would be filed 
as well. 
As President Nixon was sending a 
congratulatory telegram to Washington 
owner Joseph Danzansky, Witt was 
saying: 
“I'm as confident as I can be in an 
anti-trust suit we will tile against the 
National League. I was shocked when I 
heard of the league’s action. 
With all of that going on, trading ac­ 
tion was overshadowed. 
The Dodgers were involved in the 
two biggest trades. Osteen went, to the 


Houston Astros for renterfielder Jim 
Wynn and Davis was sent to the Mon­ 
treal Expos for ace reliever Mike Mar­ 
shall. 
Both Osteen and Davis had enough 
seniority (it takes 10 years in the ma­ 
jors, including the last five with the 
same club) to veto the deals if they 
wanted to, but neither did. 
However, Ron Santo, who has been 
with, the Chicago Cubs since 1960, re­ 
jected all trades proposed to him dur­ 
ing the meetings. A final attempt to 
talk Santo into a move as late as Fri­ 
day night fell through, although Santo 
said he would be willing to move acr­ 
oss town to the White Sox. 
There were 25 trades made during 
the week for 57 players, including 30 
pitchers. All but six deals involved pit­ 
chers. Among the trades which fell 


through was one which would have 
sent Cleveland pitcher Gaylord Perry 
to Boston. 
Kuhn, in his final briefing before 
heading home, said he had urged all 
teams to consult airlines to determine 
if they could fly around the country 
commercially instead of depending on 
charters. 
He indicated that was the most base­ 
ball could do to save fuel during the 
energy pinch. 
And the Rules Committee got into 
the act by changing the by-law con­ 
cerning the spitball. 
Umpires no longer have to find any 
liquid or goo or anything on a baseball 
to call it a spitter, and officials of both 
leagues say they are informing um­ 
pires to strictly enforce the new guide­ 
line.

In the good oP days, when 
two teams tied for first place, 
they met on the field in a 
playoff game to snap 
the 
tie. 
But that was before the 
NFL was divided into six di- 
viisions by the merger in 1970. 
Now there’s no room on the 
schedule for a playoff game if 
two teams are deadlocked for 
first place. So, some other 
methods had to be dreamed 
up for breaking ties. 
And that’s why the Sun­ 
day’s nationally televised Dai- 
las-Washington 
game 
could 
have one of the strangest en­ 
dings ever if it’s close. 
To put it as simply as pos­ 
sible, Dallas and Washington 
will end up in a tie with 10-4 
records in the NFC East if 
Dallas beats Washington and 


both teams win their final 
games next week. 
Since the clubs would have

Marc Tardif 
has it tough 
in California 


L O S ANGELES — His 
name is on tthe Stanlev Cup, 
not once but twice. He speaks 
French better than English 
but now finds himself in a 
place where the natives hard­ 
ly ¡speak either, and the clo­ 
sest 
thing 
to

popular 
French restaurant is Jacques 
en le Box on the comer. 
He play's hockey for a living 
but he don’t need mukluks to 
get to the arena, only a free­ 
way map. 
“This is very' tough,” says 
Marc Tardif, the Los Angeles 
Shark’s left-winger. “We don’t 
know many people here. I’ve 
got troubles with my English 
too, but I think in a couple of 
months I’ll be all right.” 
For Tardif, the move from 
M o n t r e a l to Los Angeles 
might cause linguistic, but 
certainly not financial prob­ 
lems. The Sharks signed Tar­ 
dif to a three-year contract 
that is estimated to call for 
$100,000 per year. 
“You have to go where the 
money is,” he says. “I was 
underpaid 
in 
Montreal. 
If 
they offer you so much mo­ 
ney and you don’t take it, you 
can just leave it.” 
Lacking a big name, the 
Sharks have billed Tardif as 
a superstar who would score 
50 goals in his first WHA sea­ 
son. 
In three full seasons and 
part of a fourth with the Can- 
diens, Marc scored 3, 19. 31 
and 25 goals. The Canadiens 
won the Stanley Cup last sea­ 
son and two years before 
that, so his name is engraved 
forever on that glorious silver 
birdbath. 
While 
Los 
Angeles 
fans 
waited expectantly for the 
smooth-skating Frenchman to 
ring the red-light, Tardif had 
to settle for a handful of as­ 
sists and no goals. It wasn’t 
until his tenth contest that 
Tardif tallied his first goal for 
the Sharks. In the meantime, 
the Los Angeles entry was 3-7 
and going nowhere fast. 
Slowly Tardif, who didn’t 
report to camp until Oct. 1 
when his Montreal contract 
ended, started ringing the 
bell. After 26 games he had 
II goals including two in Chi­ 
cago and another pair against 
Winnipeg at the Sports Arena.

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Gambling a sure thing in nationwide interest

Mere Americans are betting 
more money on more gam­ 
bles today than ever before. 
The total amount being wa­ 
gered is an elusive one but 
authoritative estimates range 
from a low of $30-$40 billion 
to the area of $100 billion an­ 
nually. In one five-month pe­ 
riod in 1972 investigated by 
the 
Justice 
Department 
it 
projected $30 billion to $60 bil­ 
lion bet illegally during these 
months alone. 
L e g a l betting also has 
s o a r e d , with millions of 
people taking legal fivers in 
seven state lotteries, at the 
race tracks, at 112 Off Track 
Betting parlors in New York, 
at gambling enclaves such as 
Las Vegas, and right down to 
church bingo suppers. Some 
$3 million a day is bet in this 
fashion in New York alone. In 
New York City the illegal 
“ numbers” game runs to $1 
billion a year or more on top 
of that, and no one knows 
hew much New Yorkers bet 
u n d e r 
the 
counter 
with 
bookies. 
To people who bet it pro­ 
bably will ecme as no sur­ 
prise that football is where 
the 
heaviest 
illegal 
action 
is—pro football, college foot­ 
ball, high school football. The

These are the general con­ 


clusions of a United Press In­ 
ternational survey of govero- 
m e n t agencies, policemen, 
prosecutors, state and federal 
agents, gamblers and bookies 
tn major cities across the na­ 
tion.

“ No tax” lure 
Lt. Ray Sommerhoff, vice 
squad chief of the Dade Coun­ 
ty (Miami) Public Safety De­ 
partment, concurred: “ People 
will always bet with me ille­ 
gal guys —they give better 
odds and there are no taxes.” 


Besides your friendly neigh­ 
borhood bookie will let you 
have credit.

feel confident they are mak­

But they haven’t 
stopped it. 
A spokesman for the Mas­ 
sachusetts attorney general’s 
office said “ Most of out raids 
are the result of months Oi 
wiretapping. We knock them 
off, but the penalties aren’t 
that big and they’re back in 
business.” 


Rich bookies 
Detective George Andrew of

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Waste worst 
food problem 


for India

NEW DELHI (UPI) - In 
food-short India—whose gov­ 
ernm ent has had to go shopp­ 
ing, in the United States and 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
to 
help 
out—millions of tons of food a 
year literally go down the 
rathole. 
Experts figure more than 10 
million tons a year are lost to 
pests, poor storage and bad 
transportation — enough 
to 
feed 50 million people for one 
year. 
India so far this year has 
bought nearly three million 
tons of food from the United 


States and accepted a $2 mil­ 
lion “food loan” from Russia. 
Industrial development Min­ 
ister Chidambaram Subrama- 
niam said recently, “India is 
losing a minimum of 10 per 
cent of foodgrains during sto­ 
rage, and by depredation of 
insects, 
rodents, 
fungi 
and 
fire each year. This works out 
to a minimum of about 10 
million 
tons—a 
little 
more 
than the amount by which we 
fall short of our needs.” 
“In other words,” Subrama- 
niam said, “ ^ome people go 
hungry, or precious foreign 
exchange is used to import 
foodgrains, not because we 
have not produced enough, 
but because we have not ta­ 
ken adequate care of the out­ 
put.” 
Vast monev loss 


An official of the Food Cor­ 
poration of India, which looks 
after the procurement 
and 
distribution of food in 
the 


country, said “this 
10 per 
cent loss is not very high in 
comparison 
to 
world 
stan­ 
dards. But, for a country like 
India, this food wasted can 
easily feed 50 million people 
annually. In terms of hard 
cash it means a loss of 1,063 
million U.S. dollars a year.” 
India’s annual food produc­ 
tion has varied from 94 mil­ 
lion to 108.4 million tons in 
the past five years. An esti­ 
mated 96 million tons is ex- 


peeled this year. This works 
out D about 1.1 pound per 
person per day for India s 560 
million people. 
Nearly 70 per cent of the 
grain produced in India is 
kept by the farmers for per­ 
sonal 
consumption 
and 
for 
next year’s sowing. The rest 
enters organized trade chan­ 
nels for marketing, either pri­ 
vate or governmental. 
Though India has made im­ 
portant strides in food pro­ 


duction, it still is using anti- 
q u a t e d post-harvest tech­ 
niques. It is a common sight 
to see farmers cutting their 
crop with sickle and drying 
them on the roads. 
Poor storage 
A n 
agricultural 
scientist 
said that the storage tech­ 
niques in rural areas are so 
old-fashioned nearly 25 per 
cent of certain grains are lost 
because of high humidity and 
temperature which are con- 


ducive to rapid multiplication 
of insects and rodents. 
He said the actual loss is 
greater since insects consume 
the most nutritious portion of 
the grains and contaminate 
them 
with 
body 
fragments 
and excreta such as uric acid. 
Moulds which grow on badly 
stored foodgrains also become 
active under high moisture 
and 
temperature 
conditions 
and produce poisonous toxins, 
he said.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Mon 
Gordon is a big strapping 
man who might wear an Ivy 
League suit one day, an ele­ 
gant Italian suit the next, so­ 
mething far out the next and 
blue jeans on weekends. He’s 
exercising his 
options 
and 
thinks more men should do 
the same. 
Gordon is vice 
president 
and publisher of Men’s Wear, 
a magazine oriented chiefly 1 
to the clothing trade, and ' 
more recently of Men’s Wear 
(MR), a quarterly oriented 
chiefly to the people who buy 
the clothes. MR will come out 
only twice in 197*1 but after 
that is four limes a year. 
He moves in ex&lted"clothing 
circles, back slapping manu­ 
facturers and vice versa, hob­ 
nobbing with leading desig­ 
ners and galloping around the 
country from one 
clothing 
convention to another. And so 
naturally he knows quite a lot 
about clothes. 
MR is his brainchild and 
the first issue hit the stands 
recently. The purpose, he ex* 
. plains, is not to tell men what 
to wear but to shew them 
their options. A man doesn’t 
havfi to be anything definite 
any more—Brooks Brothers, 
S e v e n t h Avenue or even 
Avant Garde. He can be one ’ 
or all or mix things up to suit 
his fancy. 
“ As far as suits are con- 1 
cerned, there are not major 
silhouette changes this year,’’ 
he said. “ It is the wide lapel, 
two button, notched 
lapel, 
single vent. The interest is in 
fabrication, and while you 
have the classic feeling of 
flannels, tweeds, pinstripes, 
you have in addition fabrica­ 
tions that are influenced by 
sports and leisure wear. 
“ It depends on the age and 
life style. There are denims, 
corduroys, knits to a certain ; 
extent, gabardine, converts, 
unusual colors such as sal­ 
mon, with some green coming 
in, the rust shades. Not too 
traditional. Even the gray 
flannel is different it is light­ 
er in shade. 
“ There are details as in 
sports clothing—stitches 
on 
the lapel, tor example, for 
snap and sparkle. The em­ 
phasis is on color, pattern, 
detail. Certainly men have a 
growing tendency 
to wear 
more sports jackets to the of­ 
fice and this is showing in the 
suits themselves, the sports 
details. 
“ As a mutter ct tact -»poru 
jackets in America outsold 
suits in 1973 for the tirst time 
in history, something like lb.2 
million sport jackets and 18.1 
million suits. 
Some 
people 
even think the suit is in jeo­ 
pardy. but 1 don't think so. 
There i? no substitute tor a 
suit. 
“ If we ever go on a four 
day week a man is going to 
carry that leisure influence to 
the office. Which is why there 
is a strong tendency toward a 
semi-constructed 
suit 
these 
day»—a suit with has padding 
and the like o a man will be 
•s comfortable at the office 
as he was on the weekend.” 
Gordon made a few other 
points on 
fall 
and 
winter 
trends: 
Dress 
shirts are 
neatt r. 
with more white grounds and 
less gaudy jump out and sock 
'em patterns. There is a feel­ 
ing tor the button down, ox­ 
ford shirt, and tor shirt with 
a barrel cult 
rather 
than 
French cuft» since a lot ti 
guys go home at night and 
slip into a sweater and don’t 
want to struggle with compli­ 
cated cuffs. 
I he design ot neckties is 
dictated by the clothing and 
shirts, and as the others get 
neater, a man uses his tie to 
make a bold fashion state­ 
ment. Prints are getting to be 
the most popular thing in tics. 
As for pants, there is a 
definite tendency toward a 
slimmer slslhouetu*. with a 
narrower knee and smaller 
bottoms. Even the youth mar­ 
ket is getting back to the nar­ 
row leg. Hare isn’t dead but 
pants are narrower and less 
gaudy. There is more em­ 
phasis on detail—watch pock­ 
ets, 
D-ringst elastic waist­ 
bands, Something to call at­ 
tention to the waist. 
As lor shoes, the excessive 
high heel has had it and there 
is a return to classics, no 
more of the huge 
clunky 
thing. Hosiery is showing bol­ 
der 
patterns 
with 
plainer 
suits. Underwear? The color­ 
ía! European brief is doing 
very, very well. The under­ 
wear explosion is very real 


and men 
are 
finally 
con­ 
cerned with what they look 
like underneath. 
S w e a t e r s are definitely 
making a strong comeback 
and the reason is that shirts 
are less bold and men don’t 
mind covering them up. Ou­ 
terwear is going through the 
roof—baseball

LOS A N G E L E S (UPI) - 
There may be a silver lining 
worth as much as half a bil­ 
lion dollars behind the cur­ 
rent economic dark clouds, 
according to a coin dealer. 
James A. Mulgrew, presi­ 
dent of the American Coin 
Exchange, admits to being “a 
little startled at the growth” 
of trading in silver coins of 
the United States, coins con­ 
taining real silver. 
These were the coins min­ 
ted before 19G4, now available 
in bagsful with a face value 
ot $1,000 and purchased by in­ 
vestors as a hedge against de­ 


valuation or monetary col­ 
lapse. 
Mulgrew estimates a quar­ 
ter-billion dollars worth of 
coins were traded last year. 
This year, he said at his Be­ 
verly Hills office, the total 
easily could reach half a bil­ 
lion dollars. 
“ And if the trend contin­ 
ues— and we don’t see it 
slowing— we’ll be looking at 
about two-thirds of a billion 
dollars in coin sales next 
year.” 
The idea of investing in 
bags of silver coins began in 
C a 1 i f o r n i a but since has 


spread nationwide and be­ 
come 
a 
trickle 
in 
inter­ 
national trading as well, ac­ 
cording to Mulgrew. 
Mulgrew’s 
exchange 
was 
one of the first and now has 
offices in Atlanta, Miami and 
Cleveland in addition to the 
trading floor at his headquar­ 
ters. 
Though the face value of 
the coins in a bag is a thou­ 
sand dollars—and the 
bag 
therefore will never be worth 
less than this—the silver con­ 
tent makes it considerably 
more valuable. A bag of coins 
contains about 55 pounds of 
real silver. 
“ Silver has tracked gold in 
rising value in recent years 
and today the bags trade for 
around $2,000 each depending

upon 
market 
conditions,” 
Mulgrew said. His exchange 
makes a price “ fixing” for a 
bag twice daily. 
Many customers buy on 
margin, putting up only part 
of the purchase price and 
leaving their bags on storage 
at the exchange. 
The exchange recently an­ 
nounced it also would offer 
silver bullion but Mulgrew 
teels this is not as good an 
investment as the coins be­ 
cause you can always use the 
coins as a buying measure. 
In addition to the silver 
coins, the exchange also sells 
gold coins to collectors includ­ 
ing the Double Eagle U.S. $20 
gold piece and coins of Me­ 
xico, Russia, Peru and the 
United Kingdom. 


Reagan: energy crisis 


blessing in disguise? 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
The energy shortage is a 
great opportunity and may be 
good for the United States, 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
said 
recently. 
Reagan spoke to newsmen 
on his return from a tour of 
Asian nations as President 
Nixon’s special trade repre­ 
sentative. 
“ I think this energy crisis 
can be one of the greatest op­ 
portunities we’ve ever had,” 
he said. “ I’m an eternal op­ 
timist on this. 
“ I think this can force us 
into new technology that so 


far we have neglected. We 
knew it was there, but we 
neglected it because there 
was no pressure for it,” Rea­ 
gan said. 
The result, he said, could 
be “ more self sufficiency for 
the United States. 
Reagan’s Asian tour, in a 
presidential jet, was criticized 
by his political opponents as a 
waste of fuel at this time. 
Reagan has defended it as a 
necessary step to more profi­ 
table trade with Asia, much 
of which flows through Cali­ 
fornia.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI) 
— 
Senior 
citizens 
in 
San 
Diego are trading their ta­ 
lents, both to keep active and 
to hold down the cost of liv­ 
ing. 
The system, coordinated by 
the city’s human resources 
department, 
is 
called 
the 
"Help Bank.” A senior citizen 
in need of someone with a 
special skill contacts the de­ 
partm ent, and in 
place of 
paying, offers his own skill to 
help someone else. 
"With its heavy retirem ent 
population, San Diego is in 
great need of a service like 
this,” said Alan Kaplan, a so­ 
cial services graduate of San 
Diego State University who 
started 
the 
program 
last 
year. 


"Many elderly 
people on 
fixed income just need a little 
help to get them over an ill­ 
ness and can’t afford the $30 
a day for professional help. I, 
a retired nurse, may need 
help with some quilting.” 
About 40 different skills are 
now offered through the Help 
Bank. 
Another example is retired 
furniture mover Kenneth Bar­ 
field, 71. Until a year ago he 
was still active in his trade, 
but he decided to retire and 
was in good condition finan­ 
cially. 
Nevertheless, 
when 
Mrs. 
Pat Moffitt called for garden­ 
ing help he responded. She, in 
turn, will help someone else, 
and that’s fine with Barfield 
and his wife. 
"We don’t need any help 


ourselves,” 
Mrs. 
Barfield 
said. "But we like to do for 
others who need it.” 
Usually a person will ex­ 
change his services for those 
of another, such as household 
repairs for typing, or bridge 
lessons for bookkeeping. 
Mrs. Elizabeth D’Aura, des­ 
pite her 71 years, is another 
volunteer expecting nothing in 
return. 
“ It seems like a good way 
to help and to meet congenial 
people,” she said, "so I sig­ 
ned up to give 
help with 
transportation and to read to 
people.” 
Because of legal problems, 
coordination of the program 
has been tightened, 
taking 
away some of the personaliza­ 
tion. Mrs. Evelyn Herrmann, 
chief of senior citizens assis­ 


tance section of the Human 
Resources Department, said 
they now have to recommend 
three or four qualified per­ 
sons for exchanges instead of 
just one as in the past. 
"This limits the city’s lia­ 
bility,” she said. 
After a year and a half the 
program ’s 
success 
is 
still 
debatable. For the most part, 
when a person gets the job 
done, that’s it. New people 
and new problems are needed 
constantly for an ongoing ef­ 
fort. 
K a p l a n started at San 
Diego State and involved the 
students as well as senior citi­ 
zens and sees no reason it 
should stop there. 
"We could go through the 
whole community with a huge 
let’s 
help each other 
pro­ 


gram ,” he said. 
"Lots 
of 
students 
need 
some typing done, and many 
retired secretaries need their 
screen door fixed. There are 
many senior citizens who are 
natives of foreign countries 
and can really help a student 
in a foreign language in re­ 
turn 
for 
a 
few 
shopping 
trips.” 
Friendship, usefulness and 
a job done with no money in­ 
volved are the 
ingredients. 
The idea is almost as old as 
time, but in a modem world 
it still has its place.

Thev visit senior citi­ 
zens and act as hm hrothers 
or sisters to children 
who 
need them.

Bibles ideal Christmas gifts

It’s hard to think of a more 
a p p r o p r iate Christmas 
gift—for a relative, a friend, 
dr yourself — than a new 
Bible in a modem English 
translation. 
To be sure, nearly everyone 
“ already has a 
Bible 
ot 
some sort, even if it’s just an 
old King James or Douai- 
Rheims version that’s been 
old King James or Douai- 
Rheirns version that’s been 
gathering dust for years. 
To read the Scriptures in 
a n y 
of 
t h e s e 
t r a re­ 
lations—which speak in our 
kind of English rather than 
that spoken in the 16th Centu­ 
ry—i? an exciting experience. 
For the first time, you may 
feel that Moses or Isaiah or 
Paul or Jesus is speaking 
directly to you, about your 
problems, in clear, straight­ 
forward terms that are re!e- 


vant to life here and now. 
Readability counts 
In some of the new ver­ 
sions. this clarity of meaning 
is achieved with some sacr­ 
ifice of literary beauty. No 
one would contend that “Good 
News for Modern Man,” the 
Today’s English Version of 
the New Testament produced 
b y 
t h e 
American 
Bible 
Society, is any match, purely 
as literature, for the majestic 
cadences of 
the 
old 
King 
James Version. 
But “Good News” is im­ 
mensely readable—as attested 
by the fact that it has become 
the best-selling book of ail 
time, with 35 million copies 
purchased since it appeared 
in 1966. 
Another easy-to-read trans­ 
lation. which is long on clar­ 
ity though short on literary 
style, is “The Living Bible.” 
which also has sold millions 
of copies since first published 


in 1971. Prepared by a lay­ 
man, Kenneth N. Taylor, who 
found his children could not 
understand family devotions 
c o n d u c t e d with the King 
James 
Bible, 
The 
Living 
Bible really is a paraphrase 
rather than an exact trans­ 
lation of the original Hebrew 
and Greek of the scriptures. 
Although Taylor’s paraphras­ 
ing often succeeds in render­ 
ing an obscure Biblical text 
clear and meaningful to con­ 
temporary readers, there are 
times when it also reflects his 
own theological views, which 
he has defined as those of a 
“ rigidly evangelical” Protes­ 
tant. 
The New American Bible, 
published in 1970 under the 
auspices of the Catholic Bio- 
lical Association, also is easy 
to read and understand, and 
based on impeccable scholar­ 
ship. Unfortunately, its Eng­ 
lish is plodding. 


Latest updating 
The New International Ver­ 
sion, just out, is the work of 
about 100 Protestant trans­ 
lators of conservative bent 
and no great literary skill. It 
might be described as an up­ 
dating of the King James for 
persons who fear that other 
modern translations may sub­ 
vert fundamentalist theology. 
The best-known and most 
wideiv-accepted modern Eng­ 
lish translation is the Revised 
Standard Version, 
produced 
by American Protestant scho­ 
lars and in use for more than 
20 years. It tries to maintain 
the sentence 
structure—and 
therefore the beauty—of the 
King James, while substitut­ 
ing contemporary for archaic 
English words. Its principal 
disadvantage, as a Christmas 
gift, is that it is the one new 
Bible that a person is most 
likely to have already. 
My personal nominations as 


t h e b e s t c h o i c e s for 
C h r i s t m a s giving—or for 
reading—are the Jerusalem 
Bible and the New English 
Bible. 
The Jerusalem Bible is an 
English re-translation of 
a 
text produced in the 1960s by 
French Catholic scholars.' It 
is held in high esteem by Bib­ 
lical experts of all faiths, and 
its literary style, while so­ 
mewhat uneven, is for the 
most part very good. This is 
due in part to the fact that 
the late J.R.R. Tolkien, the 
great English author of the 
“ Lord of the Ring” series, 
was one of the stylists who 
polished the language of the 
Jerusalem Bible. 
Grace and accuracy 
Still better—in my opinion 
the best of all modern trans­ 
lations —is the New English 
Bible, published in 1970 by 
scholars of Oxford and Cam­ 
bridge Universities. Not only

is it impeccably accurate in 
its rendition of the original 
texts, it also has a grace of 
language 
which 
befits 
the 
transmission 
of 
sublime 
thoughts and eternal truths. 
Not since the King James has 
there been an English Bible 
of such superb literary qual­ 
ity. Again, its elegance of 
style is due to polishing by a 
committee of poets, including 
the late W.H. Auden, after the 
translators 
had 
done 
their 
work. 
One shopping tip: whatever 
translation you choose, buy in 
the standard hardcover edi­ 
tion, 
not in a jazzed 
up, 
morocco-bound edition with il­ 
lustrations 
and 
“ reference 
aids.” The latter will cost you 
several times as much as the 
former, but contain exactly 
the same words of Holy Writ. 
The Bible is meant to be 
read, not placed on a coffee 
table. It is a great shame 


that — in this of all fields -- 
publishers make a hard pitch, 
especially at Christmas for 
the sucker trade—people who 
judge a Bible by its price 
rather than the quality of the 
translation.

flood covered somewhere be­ 
tween 2.4 million and 5 mil­ 
lion acres, or an area that 
would cover much of Holland. 
It is perhaps a measure of 
the si/e of Argentina’s fertile 
farmland 
that despite

floods there were no wheat or 
corn 
shortages. 
But 
some 
government miscalculation of 
the size oi the pending crop, 
and some advance sales of 
what that was later flooded 
caused the country to import 
some grain at the end of the 
season. 
Mulcahy found one silver 
lining in the storm clouds that 
inundated his land. He dis­ 
covered a family of black 
neck swans, a breed which he 
said was nearing extinction, 
apparently thriving on the 
flooded conditions near his 
home. 
He raised them from a few 
weeks of age, and a few 
weeks ago brought them to 
his pastureland which is a 
lovely place for swans who 
like floods. 


He also bought 1.100 pigs to 
eat the corn that the tractors 
couldn’t get and that would 
have gone to waste. 
“ We couldn’t sell 
it 
as 
grain,” said Mulcahy’s wife 
Marianne, a native of Cor­ 
nwall, England, “ so we sold it 
in the stomachs of pigs.” 
Had to sell 
Mulcahy, his father, and his 
two brothers who run the 
farm that has been in the 
family since 1865, were forced 
to sell more than 10 per cent 
of the 5.600 acre spread. 
But they could not offer for 
sale the acreage remaining 
under water. 
“ It may take as much as 
four or five years tor the wa­ 
ter to drain,” Mulcahy said, 
“ since it is already at the wa­ 
ter table (or level of the un­ 
derground water).” 
A British economic writer 
said “ it is as if there were a 
long constant rainfall in Hol­ 
land. Holland would disap­ 
pear.”

BUENOS AIRES (UPI) - 
Timothy Mulcahy watched his 
ranch foreman float by on a 
sail-equipped raft over what

winter’s flood that looks like 
it will never go away. 
“ We lost 50 per cent of our 
crop;” said the 31-year-old 
rancher, “ and it cost four 
times as much as normal to 
harvest what was left.” 
B u e n o s Aires Province, 
which by itself is larger than 
Italy, was hit during 
the 
southern hemisphere winter 
with more thtf.i 60 inches of 
rainfall, most of it in two 
months. The a >erage annual 
rainfall is 30 inches. The land 
is flat and the water has now­ 
here to go. Six months later it 
is still there. 
Increasing Mulcahy’s har­ 
vesting expense was the need 
to buy a huge four-wheel 
d r i v e tractor that could 
m a n e u v e r on the muddy 
ground that was not fully 
flooded.

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'Voice box1 is key 
to teacher's speech

M ERRILLVILLE. 
Indiana 
(UP1) — "The night before 
surgery, I shed a few tears, 
like any other adult would, 
not knowing what the future 
might 
hold," 
recalled 
An- 
drean High School football 
coach Pete Billick. 
Billick submitted to the sur­ 
geon’s knife May 20 for the 
removal of his cancerous voc­ 
al cords and part of his 
trachea, not knowing if he 
would ever be able to talk or 
teach again. 
But in August, he was back 
on the football field, growling 
orders to his Andrean 59ers 
and in September, he was in 
t h e classroom, 
conducting 
four industrial arts classes in 
a sure, steady voice. 
Three weeks after surgery, 
Billick was fitted with a new 
artificial voice box—a voice 
prosthesis developed by re­ 
searchers 
at 
Northwestern 
University in Evanston, 111. 
Doctors at the university say 
Billick has displayed extraor­ 
dinary- motivation and spec­ 
tacular progress in using the 
new device, described by uni­ 
versity otolaryngologists as a 
"research tool.” 
In the classroom. 
Billick 
uses a sound system to ampl­ 
ify his voice and avoid undue 
strain. He come* up sounding 
just a little like James Cag­ 
ney. 
Wondrous comeback 
“ I’m not ready to hang it 
up yet.” the 40-vear-old teach­ 
er said. ” 1 can’t say enough 
about the research and tech­ 
nology that has allowed me to 
come back.” 
But Billick is pretty re­ 
sourceful himself. One day he 
noticed, on his way to work, 
that he had forgotten his 
voice box. He simply fash­ 
ioned a new one from a few 
"spare parts” he had with 
him and some adhesive tape. 
The new device consists of 
lightweight tubes and valves 
that help the patient direct 
air to the part of the throat at 
w h i c h maximum vibration 
can be produced. The tubes 
are attached to two openings 
m the patient’s throat and, 
because the new device is 
placed well above the eso­ 
phagus, it has the potential of 
g i v i n g voice to patients 
unable to develop any other 
kind of speech due to exten­ 
sive throat surgery.

But the voice box is not the 
end of the road for Billick. He 
goes to speech therapy ses­ 
sions about once a week to 
learn a system of speaking by 
using the esophagus. 
His esophageal speech is 
not yet as firm or fluent as 
the voice he masters with the 
new voice tubes, but he’s 
working at it and, eventually, 
hopes to have two ways of 
talking. 
Billick 
says 
his 
football 
players and students have, it 
anything, been more cooper­ 
ative since he returned with 
his new voice. 
He cannot 
shout but can still keep a 
class in line. 
Northwestern's 
developers 
oi the new voice box, Dr. 
George Sisson and Dr. Fred 
McConnel. say initial results 
with the first four patients, 
particularly with Billick, have 
been encouraging. They plan 
to test the device on 
20 
patients before making any 
claims but are hopeful it will 
become the most useful and 
effective “ artificial larynx” 
now in existence.

78,700 GIs on casualty list 
of WWII are still missing

ARLINGTON, Va. (UPI) - 
The day after Hiroshima was 
leveled by the first atomic 
bomb used in war, five Amer­ 
ican airmen disappeared on a 
r o u t i n e flight over "the 
hump” in Asia. 
Their recently recovered re­ 
mains were being buried to­ 
day 
in Arlington 
Nationaii 
Cemetery. 
Each year a few bodies of 
Word War II servicemen are 
recovered and identified —16 
in the past three years. But 
Pentagon records still show 
78,700 men missing in jungles, 
hedgerows and islands, 22 per 
cent of American servicemen 
killed in World War II. 
From Vietnam 
there 
re­ 
main 2,400 
men 
unlocated 


—half still listed as missing 
and the remainder declared 
dead although their bodies 
have never been recovered. 
They account for 4 per cent 
of the Vietnam death rolls. 
On Aug. 7, 1945, the live 
being buried today in a com­ 
mon coffin 
took off 
from 
China in a B24 Liberator as­ 
signed to haul gasoline. They 
headed over the Himalaya 
Mountains —"the hump” — 
toward India and were never 
heard from again. 
Recently, 
wreckage 
was 
sited in a remote jungle area 
of India. It was a B24 bearing 
the tail number 441293. Skelet­ 
al remains were also found, 
and laboratory checks con­ 
firmed they belonged to the 
missing crewmen.

“ Kid Blue” is a marvelous­ 
ly funny, yet. at the same 
time shrewdly observant so­ 
cial comedy. 
It’s about a reformed young 
train robber (Dennis Hopper) 
who tries to go straight in 
Dimebox, Tex., but whose 
very air of strangeness and 
alienation make him an easy 
target for the insanity, self- 
righteousness. and cruelty of 
the “ straight” citizenry. 
Hasseled endlessly by* a 
bullying sheriff who hates 
him on sight (Ben Johnson), 
cheated and humiliatted by his 
employers, patronized by the 
fellow hoarders in his room­ 
ing house, and seduced by his 
best friend’s wife. Kid finally 
decides to return to the only 
line of work from which he 
can turn a modest profit and 
still be his own man. 
His partners in crime are, 
fittingly, as much social out- 
c a s t s as he: 
three dis­ 
possessed Indian:- and a harm­

The whole movie is done with 
such a light touch that its 
s e r i o u s insights into the 
machinations of power and 
respectability never get prea­ 
chy or heavyhanded, and we 
enjoy ourselves all the way 
through.

Telly Savalas believes that an actor has the right to his opinion. 
This attitude and Savalas’ willingness to exercise his rights hinges 
Kojak as m uch on the solid craftsm anship of its star as it does on 
the skill of the creative personnel behind the series. 


"Kojak is everything I hoped for," he says, "and the acting is a 
full-time occupation. But if there’s something which feels wrong 
or synthetic in a script we make changes on the spot. I feel that 
an actor should be able to voice his feelings about character, dia­ 
logue and story. Otherwise his validity suffers.’’ 


Long a television holdout, Savalas took on the title role in 
Kojak after the success of "The M arcus-Nelson M urders,” the 
special three-hour movie for television which introduced the tough 
and compassionate, brutal and gentle detective. From it, Savalas 
won an Fm m y award nomination and a host of new fans. Some­ 
thing not to be taken lightly by any actor. How well Savalas does 
under the ardors of weekly television is apparent on Wednesdays 
at 10PM on CBS. He, and the scries, are doing just fine. 


Savalas’ unusual background places him in a position well quali­ 
fied for an objective look at an actor's place in today’s television 
scene. It was a freak circumstance which brought him into acting 
in the first place. Born Aristotle Savalas in G arden City, New York, 
he grew up in a large and lively family. His mother, Christine 
Savalas, is a leading American Painter and his late father is de­ 
scribed by Telly as “an extraordinary man." 


Headed toward Psychology, he interrupted his education at Holy 
Cross Institute in Connecticut to enlist in the army when World 
W ar II broke out. Following military service, he resumed his 
education at Columbia University, graduating with honors and a 
B. S. degree. Disillusioned with his initial entry into psychology, 
Savalas joined the Information Services of the State Department. 
After two years he was promoted to executive director. Three years 
later he moved to ABC-TV as a senior director of news and special 
events It was during this time that he created the "Y our Voice of 
Am erica” series which garnered both the Freedom and Peabody 
awards. 
His acting career began when he was unable to find for an agent 
an actor who could do a proper accent. He went himself to the 
audition on a whim and to his astonishment won the role ol a 
European judge in an "A rm strong Circle Theatre. 
perfor­ 
mance led to three character roles on CBS' “The Witness” series 
Lucky Luciano, Arnold Rothstein and Al Capone. Burt Lancaster 
was so impressed with the Luciano portrayal that he signed Savalas 
for the role of a hardened criminal in "Birdman oi Alcatraz, 
which won Savalas an Oscar for best supporting actor in 1962. 
A long list of memorable screen characterizations followed. N o ­ 
tably as a homicidal religious fanatic in "The Dirty D ozen” and as 
Pontius Pilate in "The Greatest Story Ever Told, 
and there were 
villainous roles in "D ay of the Landgrabber, 
The Battle ot the 
Bulge” and "C ape Fear," am ong others. 
Although Savalas earned a reputation as the "Best of the bad­ 
dies.” he was usually the heavy until CBS-TV’s "M arcus-Nelson 
M urders.” Two days later he went to the race track and was lit­ 
erally mobbed. Savalas was used to a respectable am ount of Ian 
attention, but nothing like he's been accorded through the powers 
of television. And he likes it. 
"Y ou have to be crazy not to like applause," he reasons. "The 
danger is not knowing what you will do with your life ii it stops. 
For myself, I could always be a teacher. 
It’s doubtful if Savalas will ever get to teach, unless it’s a course 
on how to be a successful actor. Kojak will probably have a long 
and healthy life and Savalas will continue to revel in its environ­ 
ment. For him. the series is an experience far more personal than 
many actors can claim from their roles. His strong presence is a 
major factor of the series and his inherent drive as a perfectionist 
is apparent in helping the hour-long episodes stand way above the 
plethora of other police series now on the air. 
And behind the cameras are such other talents as Kojak creator 
Abby 
M ann, executive producer Matthew 
Rapt and producer 
James M cAdams. The four make a formidable team.

They were in a way 
helpless since the colored help 
had been taken from them. We 
remained on this farm one year, 
then moved farther down the 
valley onto a 600-acre dairy 
farm. 


“ Here 1 commenced to make 
butter and ship it to the White 
Sulphur Springs, W. Va. I also 
made potato chips, which was a 
novelty in those days. This we 
continued for several years. 
I here our ten children were 
born. And there I left five little 
graves in that beautiful Shen­ 
andoah Valley. 
We came back up north to 
New York State Dec. 15, 1905. 
with our five children to educate 
and put on their looting. Wc 
bought a farm and went in to 
the dairy business selling milk 
and doing general farm work. 
Here my oldest daughter mar­ 
ried and left home. Here my 
two oldest sons bought a farm 
and struck out for themselves. 
And here, on Jan. 15, 1927. my 
husband died, my youngest son 
and wife taking over the farm, 
leaving me unoccupied. I had to 
do something, so took up doing 
pictures—first in worsted, then 
in oil.”

childhood on done painting and 
decorating in her home. 
“When I was quite small,” 
she once wrote, "my father 
would get me and my brothers 
white paper by the sheet, like 
(he kind used lor newspapers. 
He liked to see us draw pictures. 
It was a penny a sheet and it 
lasted longer than candy. My 
older brother loved to draw 
steam engines, the next brother 
went in for animals, but as lor 
myself I had to have pictures, 
and the gayer the hotter. I would 
draw the picture, then color it 
with gra|->e juice or berries, any­ 
thing that was red and pretty in 
my way of thinking." 
But the inclination tor paint­ 
ing, shared also hy her lather 
and other members of the fam ­ 
ily, was always sulHirdinaied to 
the duties and obligations ol 


everyday life. Anna Mary did 
not have the leisure to develop 
her talent, either in her early 
youth, as a young housewife in 
Virginia, or after the family re­ 
turned to New York in 1905. 
But her artistic urge often ex­ 
pressed itself in a desire to 
decorate objects of daily use 
around the house. 
Two examples have been pre­ 
served; a fireboard and a table. 
She wrote about the fireboard: 
“One time I was papering the 
parlor, and I ran short of paper 
for the fireboard. Sly I took a 
piece of paper and pasted it 
over the board, and 1 painted it 
a solid color first, then I painted 
two large trees on each side of 
it, like butternut trees. And in 
back I did a little scene of a lake 
and painted it a yellow color, 
really bright, as though you were 
looking off into the sun light. In 
the front, to fill in that space, I 
brought in big bushes. I daubed 
it all on with the brush 1 painted 
the lloor with. 
“Finally we rc-papcrcd the 
parlor and papered over the pic­ 
ture. When we rc-pajvred the 
room again a few years ago, wc 
took the paper olí the fireboard. 
but the colors hail faded some­ 
what. I hat was my first large 
picture." 
About the table, she wrote; “ I 
have an old tip-up table, on 
which I paint. My aunt gave it 
to me 35 years ago. It was built 
for a log cabin 
I he table w as 
made of pine planks, under the 
lop between the standards there 
was a box in which they kept 
their 
pewter 
dishes. . . ."M y 
aunt sent it to me for a flower 
stand. I have paintcil scenes on 
the standards and covered the 
top with postal cards, aiul now 
use it for my easel." 
I he painting on the fireboard 
is dated May 10. 19IS, and 
those on the table were done 
abi>ut 1920. I hese lirsi attempts 
already show a painterly tech­ 
nique rarely found in works ot 
sell-taught 
artists.
